(a) with respect to a property that is in a subclass to which section 313 of the Municipal Act, 2001 applies, the taxable 
assessment or exempt assessment subject to a payment in lieu for the property, according to the annual return for the 
year prior to the previous year provided to the Minister under section 294 of the Municipal Act, 2001, reduced by the 
percentage reduction that applies to the tax rate for properties of that subclass and multiplied by the tax ratio of the 
property class that the property is in established under section 308 of the Municipal Act, 2001] for that year, and 


(b) with respect to any other property, the taxable assessment or exempt assessment subject to a payment in lieu, 
according to the annual return for the year prior to the previous year provided to the Minister under section 294 of the 
Municipal Act, 2001 or equivalent assessment for a property, multiplied by the tax ratio of the property class that the 
property is in established under section 308 of the Municipal Act, 2001 for that year.

“delivery shares” means shares issued by a corporation to one of its subsidiary bodies corporate for the purposes of an 
acquisition under subsection 29 (9) of the Act.

1. The consideration received by the corporation for the delivery shares must be equal to the fair market value of those 
shares at the time of their issuance. 


2. The class of shares of which the delivery shares are a part must be widely held and shares of that class must be actively 
traded on any of the following stock exchanges in Canada:

5. Immediately before the acquisition of the delivery shares by the subsidiary body corporate, the subsidiary body 
corporate and the other body corporate must not be resident in Canada for the purposes of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada). 


23.2 The following conditions are prescribed for the purposes of subsection 29 (10) of the Act: 


1. The subsidiary body corporate shall acquire the delivery shares in trust for the shareholders of the other body 
corporate, such that the beneficial interest in the delivery shares is acquired by those shareholders and not by the 
subsidiary body corporate. 


2. Immediately after the acquisition of the delivery shares by the subsidiary body corporate, the subsidiary body 
corporate shall transfer the delivery shares to the shareholders of the other body corporate. 


3. Immediately after the transfer of the delivery shares to the shareholders of the other body corporate, the subsidiary 
body corporate and the other body corporate must not be resident in Canada for the purposes of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada). 


4. Immediately after the transfer of the delivery shares to the shareholders of the other body corporate, the other body 
corporate must be a subsidiary body corporate of the subsidiary body corporate.

| Professional Services Guideline 


Introduction 





This Guideline is issued pursuant to subsection 268.3 (1) of the 
Insurance Act for the purposes of subsections 14 (4), 15 (6), 17 (2) and 
24 (2) of the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule — Accidents on or 
After November I, 1996 (SABS), and applies to expenses related to 
services rendered on or after April 2, 2007. 


The Superintendent’s Professional Services Guideline No. 06/06 
continues to apply to expenses related to services rendered or forms 
completed from July 1, 2006 to April 1, 2007 whether they are billed 
before or after April 2, 2007. 


The maximum hourly rates and maximums payable for the completion 
of certain forms set out in this Professional Services Guideline apply to 
services rendered on or after April 2, 2007 even if approved prior to 
April 2, 2007. 


Purpose 


This Guideline establishes the maximum expenses payable by 
automobile insurers under the SABS related to the services of any of the 
health care professions or health care providers listed in the Guideline. 
These maximums are applicable to: 


* amedical benefit under clauses 14 (2) (a), (b), or (h) of the SABS; 

* a rchabilitation benefit under clauses 15 (5) (a) to (g) or (1) of the 
SABS; 

* case management services under subsection 17 (1) of the SABS; or 

* conducting an examination or assessment or provision of a 
certificate, report or treatment plan under subsection 24 (1) of the 
SABS. 


Insurers are not prohibited from paying above any maximum amount or 
hourly rate established in the Guideline. 


Services provided by health care professionals/providers, unregulated 
providers and other occupations not listed in the Guideline are not 
covered by the Guideline. The amounts payable by an insurer related to 
services not covered by the Guideline are to be determined by the parties 
involved. 


Maximum Fees 
Automobile insurers are not liable to pay for expenses related to 


professional services rendered to an insured person that exceed the 
following maximum hourly rates.

Automobile insurers are not liable to pay for expenses related to the 
completion of certain accident benefit forms by the health professionals 
and providers listed in this Guideline that exceed the maximums set out 
below. These maximums do not apply to the assessments related to the 
completion of these forms. 


The expense for completion of an Application for Approval of an 
Assessment or Examination (OCF-22) is payable only following the 
approval by the insurer of any assessment or examination proposed in 
the OCF-22, or a final determination by a Court or arbitrator that any 
assessment or examination proposed in the OCF-22 is reasonably 
required. 

With the implementation of the Health Claims for Auto Insurance 
(HCAI) system for transmitting certain accident benefit claim forms 
between health care providers and insurers through a central processing 
agency (CPA), the maximum payable for a fully completed electronic 
version of the OCF-18 and OCF-22 to the CPA is $70.00 while the 


maximum payable for a fully completed paper or other versions of the 
OCF-18 and OCF-22 is $63.72, as set out below.

Health Claims for Auto Insurance Rollout Guideline 


Introduction 


The Health Claims for Auto Insurance Rollout Guideline (Rollout 
Guideline) is issued pursuant to s. 268.3 (1) of the Insurance Act for the 
purposes of ss. 44.1 (1) and 68 (3.2) of the Statutory Accident Benefits 
Schedule - Accidents on or After November 1, 1996 (SABS) as amended 
by Regulation 533/06. 


The amendments change the way that some SABS claim documents are in 
some circumstances to be sent to the insurers to whom this Rollout 
Guideline applics. A document to which this Rollout Guideline applies 
and that previously would have been sent directly to an insurer to whom 
this Rollout Guideline applies is instead to be sent to a Central Processing 
Agency (CPA) established by the insurance industry to receive such 
documents on behalf of insurers. This Rollout Guideline describes: 


¢ Which insurers, health care facilities (“facilities”) and health care 
providers (“providers”) are subject to the Rollout Guideline and in 


what circumstances; 


¢ what documents are to be delivered to the CPA and in what 
circumstances; 


* how such documents may be delivered to the CPA; and 
* how insurers are to provide information to the CPA. 
This Rollout Guideline applics to documents specified in this Rollout 


Guideline that are delivered on or after April 2, 2007, regardless of the 
date of the accident to which they relate. 
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Insurers and Providers That Are Subject To This Rollout Guideline 


The Financial Services Commission of Ontario will maintain and update 
from time to time a list of identified insurers and facilitics/providers (or 
specified branch offices thereof) participating in the Health Claims for 
Auto Insurance (HCAI) (the “HCAI Participant List”) and the dates on 
which their participation begins. Please see Appendix | for details of 
how to obtain copics of the HCAI Participant List in effect at any 
particular time. 


For the purposes of this Rollout Guideline: 


* cach specified branch office of an identified insurer is a Participating 
Insurer, and 


* each specified branch office of an identified facility, and cach 
provider operating in a specified branch office of an identified 
facility, is a Participating Provider. 


This Rollout Guideline applies only to transactions between a 
Participating Provider and a Participating Insurer in respect of any claim 
for SABS benefits under a motor vehicle liability policy issued in 
Ontario. 


This Rollout Guideline does not apply to the Motor Vehicle Accident 
Claims Fund. 


Designation of Central Processing Agency — SABS s. 68 (3.2) 


Health Claims for Auto Insurance Processing is the CPA for the 
purposes of this Rollout Guideline and s. 68 (3.2) of the SABS. Health 
Claims for Auto Insurance Processing is a not-for-profit Ontario 
corporation established and funded by the insurance industry and 
operated by a board of directors that includes representatives of the 
insurance industry and health care communities. 


The primary role of the CPA is to act as the agent of insurers to reccive 
specified documents on their behalf, to confirm that the documents are 
duly completed and contain all of the information required to be 
included in them, and then to make the documents available for access 
by the insurers to whom they are addressed. The CPA also acts as an 
intermediary for the purpose of enabling insurers to communicate 
information such as claims approval and payment decisions 
electronically to those health care goods and services providers who 
wish to receive such communications electronically through the CPA. 


The CPA is also expected to be a primary source of the information that 
automobile insurers will be required under s. 101.1 of the Insurance Act 
to provide to the Superintendent of Financial Services concerning claims 
for goods and services for which automobile insurers are liable under 
contracts of automobile insurance. 


Invoices 


For Goods And Services That Are Subject To This Rollout 
Guideline — SABS s. 44.1 


Any invoice for goods or services specified in Appendix 2 of this 
Rollout Guideline must be in the form (the Auto Insurance Standard 
Invoice) approved by the Superintendent of Financial Services in 
accordance with s. 69 of the SABS. 


This requirement applies only if: 


¢ all of the goods or services referred to in the invoice are provided in 
Ontario by the Participating Provider, 


* the invoice is not submitted by the claimant, 


* the invoice is submitted by a Participating Provider and is payable to 
the Participating Provider, and 


* payment of the invoice is claimed against a Participating Insurer with 
respect to a transaction with a Participating Provider. 


Where this requirement applies, s. 44.1 (1) of the SABS prohibits a 
Participating Insurer from paying any invoice that is not in the approved 
form, does not include all of the information required by the approved 
form, or is not sent to the CPA as required by this Rollout Guideline. 


Participating Providers are to invoice Participating Insurers for goods or 
services specified in Appendix 2 separately from goods or services not 
specified in Appendix 2. Similarly, Participating Providers are to 
invoice Participating Insurers for goods or services provided in Ontario 
separately from goods and services not provided in Ontario. 


Documents That Must Be Delivered To The CPA 


The following documents are specified for the purpose of s. 68 (3.2) of 
the SABS. Each such document must be delivered to the CPA (not 
directly to the insurer to whom it is addressed) in accordance with this 
Rollout Guideline if delivered by a Participating Provider to a 
Participating Insurer: 


OCF-18 Treatment Plan —SABS s. 38 


OCF-21 Auto Insurance Standard Invoice — SABS s. 44.1 — but 
only if this Rollout Guideline requires the use of this form 
for the particular goods or services being billed 


OCF-22 Application for Approval of an Assessment or 
Examination — SABS s. 38.2 


OCF-23/198 Pre-approved Framework Treatment Confirmation Form 
—SABS s. 37.1 


Please note that a document that this Rollout Guideline does not require 
to be delivered to the CPA must be delivered directly to the insurer using 
one of the delivery methods provided for in s. 68 (2) of the SABS. 


How To Deliver Documents To The Central Processing Agency 


A document that is required by this Rollout Guideline to be delivered to the 
CPA shall be delivered to the CPA in electronic form in a manner that 
results in it being capable of being retrieved and accessed by the CPA. 


Participating Providers are authorized to deliver documents to the CPA 
electronically as described above, and to access information 
electronically from the CPA, upon completion of the appropriate 
enrolment process (sce “Enrolment Of Users And Providers” below). 


Paper Submission 


It is anticipated that in the near future the CPA will also be in a position to 
reccive documents in paper form, delivered by mail, fax or personal delivery 
in accordance with ss. 68 (2) (a), (b), (c) or (d) of the SABS. It is anticipated 
that an amended version of this Guideline, setting out the rules that will apply 
to paper submissions, will be issued at that time. In the meantime, the option 
of delivery of forms to the CPA in paper form is not available. 


Attachments to Documents That Are Subject To This Rollout 
Guideline 


If a sender determines that it is necessary to send one or more 
attachments with a document rather than including in the document itself 
all information that the sender determines to be desirable or necessary to 
accomplish its purpose, the following special rules apply: 


1. The sender must specify, in the field provided in the document for 
that purpose, how many attachments are being delivered with the 
document, with a brief description of cach attachment. 


2. The document itself (but not the attachments) must still be delivered 
to the CPA as described above. 


3. The attachments are not to be delivered to the CPA but instead must 
be delivered directly to the insurer by one of the delivery methods 
described in s. 68 (2) of the SABS. Although it is preferable that all 
attachments be delivered to the insurer at the same time, it is not 
mandatory to do so. 
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4. The attachments are not to be sent to the insurer before the document 
is sent to the CPA. 


5. Each attachment must be identified with the claimant’s name, cither 
of claim number or policy number, and date of accident, and with the 
document type (i.e., OCF-18, OCF-21, OCF-22 or OCF-23/198) to 
which the attachment relates, to enable the insurer to identify the 
document for which the attachment is intended. 


Rules Governing Date of Receipt of Documents By Insurers 


Section 68 of the SABS sets out the rules that determine when a 
document delivered to the CPA as required by this Rollout Guideline is 
deemed to be received by the insurer to whom it is addressed. Briefly 
summarized, those rules provide: 


1. Document with no attachments — is deemed to be received by the 
insurer to whom it is addressed when the document has been delivered 
to the CPA in a manner specified in this Rollout Guideline, and the 
CPA has determined that the document is duly completed and contains 
all information required by the SABS to be included in it. 


2. Document with attachments — is deemed to be received by the 
insurer to whom it is addressed when: 


(a) the document (exclusive of attachments) has been delivered to 
the CPA in a manner specified in this Rollout Guideline, and the 
CPA has determined that the document is duly completed and 
contains all information required by the SABS to be included in 
it; and 


(b) all of the attachments have been received by the insurer. 


The SABS provides (s. 68 (7)) that a document delivered to the CPA by 
fax, personal delivery or by electronic submission later than 5:00 p.m. 
Toronto time is deemed to have been delivered to the CPA on the 
following business day. 


The SABS also provides (s. 68 (3.5)) that the CPA will be deemed to 
have determined, on the day a document was delivered to it in a manner 
specified in this Rollout Guideline, that the document is duly completed 
and contains all information required by the SABS to be included in it 
unless the CPA notifies the sender to the contrary in a manner specified 
in this Rollout Guideline. 


For the purposes of s. 68 (3.5), the manner in which the CPA is to notify 
the sender is by one of the delivery methods provided for in s. 68 (2) of 
the SABS. The CPA may also deliver the notification verbally (for 
example by telephone call, or by telephone message) provided written 
confirmation is given as soon as practicable afterwards by one of the 
delivery methods provided for in s. 68 (2) of the SABS. 


The SABS further provides (s. 68 (3.2)) that a document to which this 
Rollout Guideline applies is deemed not to have been delivered to an 
insurer unless it is delivered as required by this Rollout Guideline. 


Completion of Documents 


A document to which this Rollout Guideline applies will be deemed not 
to have been completed and not to contain all the information required 
by the SABS to be included in it unless all fields (other than those that 
are optional in the circumstances indicated on the form as approved by 
the Superintendent of Financial Services) are completed as required by 
this Rollout Guideline. 


The information in any completed field must comply with the validation 
rules set out in Appendix 3 of this Rollout Guideline. 


Where the form specifies the format in which certain information (e.g., a 
date) is to be provided, the information must be provided in that format. 


If the document is delivered in paper form, all completed fields must be 
legible. 


All attachments must be legible.

Requirements For Insurers 


Where the SABS requires a Participating Insurer to provide information 
to the CPA, such information shall be delivered to the CPA in electronic 
form in a manner that results in it being capable of being retrieved and 
accessed by the CPA. 


The information referred to in s. 44.1 (3) of the SABS concerning the 
processing of an invoice must be provided to the CPA within five business 
days after the invoice has been processed by the Participating Insurer. 


The information referred to in s. 68 (3.8) of the SABS concerning any 
other document to which this Rollout Guideline applies must be 
provided to the CPA within five business days after the document has 
been processed by the Participating Insurer. 


The information referred to in s. 68 (3.9) of the SABS concerning receipt 
of attachments must be provided to the CPA within five business days 
after the last attachment has been received by the Participating Insurer. 


The deadlines referred to above are independent of, and not to be 
confused with, the deadlines within which an insurer is to process and 
respond to a document as set out in the SABS. 


A Participating Insurer that has completed the enrolment process as an 
Insurer (see “Enrolment of Users And Providers” below) is authorized to 
deliver information to the CPA electronically and to access from the CPA 
information that has been delivered to the CPA by a Participating Provider. 


Enrolment Of Users And Providers 


Before submitting information to, or receiving information from, the 
CPA, a provider, facility or insurer that is a Participating Provider or 
Participating Insurer shall enroll with the CPA and agree to its user 
terms and conditions. Providers and facilities may elect to enroll for 
either paper submission or electronic submission, but not both at the 
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same time. The user terms and conditions may include commercially 
reasonable provisions to address responsibilities including 
confidentiality, security, liability, access, and data integrity. 


Temporary Suspensions Of This Rollout Guideline 


In the event that the CPA becomes unable (c.g., by reason of temporary 
technical issues) to properly carry out its obligations to providers, 
facilities or insurers, the Superintendent of Financial Services may 
temporarily suspend the operation of this Rollout Guideline. 


The Financial Services Commission of Ontario will post notice of any 
suspension and subsequent resumption of operation of this Rollout 


Guideline on its website (www./sco.gov.on.cd). 


During the period of any such suspension, the requirements of this 
Rollout Guideline do not apply and documents are instead to be 
delivered directly to insurers using one of the standard delivery methods 
provided for in s. 68 (2) of the SABS.

Introduction 


Les Lignes directrices de mise en ceuvre du Systeme de demandes de 
réglement pour soins de santé liés a l’assurance-automobile (Lignes 
directrices de mise en ceuvre) s’appliquent en vertu du paragraphe 268.3 
(1) de la Loi sur les assurances et aux fins des sous-sections 44.1 (1) et 
68 (3.2) de /’Annexe sur les indemnités d’accident légales — accidents 
survenus le 1°” novembre 1996 ou aprés ce jour (AIAL) telle que 
modifiée par le Reglement 533/06. 


Les modifications se rapportent aux modalités de remise de quelques 
formulaires de demande d’indemnités de |’ AIAL envoyés dans certaines 
circonstances aux assureurs auxquels les présentes lignes directrices 
s’appliquent. Ainsi, un document visé par ces lignes directrices qui, 
auparavant, ¢tait envoyé a un assureur devra désormais étre envoyé a un 
bureau central de traitement (BCT) établi par les assureurs pour recevoir 
ces documents en leur nom. Les Lignes directrices de mise en ceuvre 
précisent :

(10) Before a bulk explosives vehicle enters a garage for maintenance, 

(a) all explosives, detonators and explosive residue shall be removed from the vehicle; and 

(b) the vehicle shall undergo power washing in accordance with the procedure mentioned in subsection (8). 

13. Subsection 186 (5) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 

(S) An elevator installation shall meet the following standard: 


1. If it was installed before October 15, 1991, CSA Standard B44-1975, “Safety Code for Elevators, Dumbwaiters, 
Escalators and Moving Walks”. 


2. If it was installed on or after October 15, 1991 and before April 23, 1999, National Standard CAN/CSA-B44-M90, 
“Safety Code for Elevators”.

“Safety Code for Elevators”.

2. If it was installed on or after April 1, 1994 and before April 23, 1999, National Standard CAN/CSA-B44-M90, “Safety 
Code for Elevators”.

“Safety Code for Elevators”.

ECHO: IMPROVING WOMEN’S HEALTH IN ONTARIO 


Definitions 

1. In this Regulation, 
“Agency” means the corporation established under section 2; 
“Minister” means the Minister of Health and Long-Term Care. 
Agency established 


2. (1) A corporation to be known in English as Echo: Improving Women’s Health in Ontario and in French as Echo: pour 
l’amélioration de la santé des Ontariennes is established as a corporation without share capital. 


(2) The Agency is composed of the members of its board of directors. 


(3) The Agency is, for all its purposes, an agent of Her Majesty within the meaning of the Crown Agency Act and its 
powers may be exercised only as an agent of Her Majesty. 


(4) Section 132 (conflict of interest), subsection 134 (1) (standards of care) and section 136 (indemnification and liability 
insurance) of the Business Corporations Act apply with necessary modifications to the Agency and to the members of its 
board of directors. 


(5) The Corporations Act and the Corporations Information Act do not apply to the Agency. 
Objects of the Agency 
3. The following are the objects of the Agency: 
1. To be the focal point and catalyst for women’s health at the provincial level. 


2. To promote equity and improved health for the women of Ontario by working in collaborative partnerships with the 
health system, the community, researchers and policy stakeholders. 


3. To conduct, fund and partner on policy-relevant research initiatives to fill knowledge gaps in women’s health. 


4. To provide input to policy, in collaboration with concerned parties, to improve the health status of women, reduce 
health inequities utilizing a population health framework, and promote the provision of accessible, appropriate, 
effective and equitable care for women. 
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5. To synthesize and translate women’s health knowledge into a variety of information tools and services. 
6. To act as a provincial advisor on women’s health to the Minister, the Government and stakeholders. 
7. To provide expert advice and recommendations in response to requests from the Minister. 

Powers of the Agency 


4. (1) The Agency has the capacity, rights, powers and privileges of a natural person for carrying out its objects, except as 
limited by this Regulation. 


(2) The Agency shall carry out its objects without the purpose of gain and shall not use its revenue, including all money or 
assets that it receives by grant, contribution or otherwise, for any purpose other than to further its objects. 


(3) The Agency shall not, except with the approval of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 


(a) acquire, dispose of, lease, mortgage, charge, hypothecate or otherwise transfer or encumber any interest in real 
property, except as permitted by this section; 


(b) borrow or lend money; 

(c) make investments, except as permitted by this section; 

(d) pledge, charge or encumber any of its personal property; 

(e) generate revenue; 

(f) establish a subsidiary; or 

(g) apply for or obtain registration as a registered charity under the Income Tax Act (Canada). 

(4) The Agency may lease office space that is reasonably necessary for the purposes of the Agency. 

(5) The Agency may establish a bank account with the approval of the Minister of Finance. 
Memorandum of understanding 


5. (1) Every five years, the Agency and the Minister shall enter into a memorandum of understanding containing only 
such terms as may be directed by the Minister. 


(2) The Agency shall comply with the memorandum of understanding. 
(3) The memorandum of understanding shall be reviewed upon the appointment of a new Minister or new chair. 
Board of directors 


6. (1) The board of directors of the Agency is composed of at least 12 members but not more then 15, as may be 
appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council at pleasure. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), members of the board hold office for a term of three years and may be reappointed for one 
further term. 


(3) Of the initial appointments of the members of the Board as nearly as possible, 

(a) one-half shall be appointed for a term of two years; and 

(b) one-half shall be appointed for a term of three years. 

(4) The Lieutenant Governor in Council shall designate one of the members of the board as chair. 

(5) The chair shall preside over the meetings of the board and shall perform any other duties required by by-law. 


(6) In the case of the absence or illness of the chair or there being a vacancy in the office of chair, the member designated 
by the board for the purpose shall act as and have all the powers of the chair. 


(7) The members of the board may be paid such remuneration and expenses as the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
determines. 


(8) A majority of the members constitutes a quorum for the conduct of the business of the board. 

(9) A member ceases to be a member of the board if, before the term of the member expires, 

(a) the Lieutenant Governor in Council revokes the member’s appointment as a member of the Agency; or 
(b) the member dies, resigns as a member of the board of directors or becomes a bankrupt. 


(10) The board of directors of the Agency shall meet regularly at the call of the chair throughout the year and in any event 
shall meet at least four times a year. 
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Powers and duties of the board of directors 


7. (1) The affairs of the Agency are under the management and control of the board of directors, subject to any directions 
given under section 8. 


(2) The board may pass by-laws and resolutions regulating its proceedings and generally for the conduct and management 
of the affairs of the Agency, including establishing committees. 


(3) The Minister may require the board of directors to submit a by-law to the Minister for approval and if so, 


(a) the by-law concerned ceases to be effective from the time that the Minister imposes the requirement until the Minster 
approves the by-law; 


(b) anything that the board has done in compliance with the by-law concerned before the Minister imposes the 
requirement is valid; and 


(c) the board may do anything that, before the Minister imposes the requirement, it has agreed to do. 


(4) The board of directors of the Agency shall develop, in consultation with the Minister, conflict of interest policies for 
the members and employees of the Agency. 


Policy directions by Minister 


8. The Minister may issue policy directions to the board of directors where, in the opinion of the Minister, it is in the 
public interest to do so, and the board shall comply with the directions. 


Review of the Agency’s affairs 


9. (1) The Minister or Management Board of Cabinet may, at their discretion and direction, conduct a review of the 
Agency’s affairs. 


(2) If a review is conducted under subsection (1) by the Minister, the Minister shall submit the findings and any 
recommendations regarding the Agency to Management Board of Cabinet for approval. 


Chief Executive Officer and other employees 


10. (1) The chair, in consultation with the board of directors of the Agency, shall appoint and employ a Chief Executive 
Officer of the Agency. 


(2) The Chief Executive Officer is responsible for the management and administration of the Agency’s affairs, subject to 
the supervision and direction of its board of directors. 


(3) The Minister may fix ranges for the salary or other remuneration and benefits of the Chief Executive Officer and other 
employees and the Agency shall provide a salary or other remuneration and benefits to its Chief Executive Officer within the 
ranges, if any, that the Minister fixes. 


(4) The Agency may employ or otherwise engage such persons, other than the Chief Executive Officer, as it considers 
necessary for the proper conduct of the business of the Agency. 


(5) The Chief Executive Officer and the employees employed under subsection (4) are not civil servants or public servants 
or Crown employees within the meaning of the Public Service Act and shall not be members of the board of directors of the 
Agency. 


Collection of information 


11. (1) The Agency may only collect de-identified personal health information for the purposes of carrying out its 
functions and making its reports. 


(2) In subsection (1), 


“de-identified personal health information” means personal health information of an individual that has had removed from it 
any information that identifies the individual or any information for which it is reasonably foreseeable in the circumstances 
that it could be utilized, either alone or with other information to identify the individual; 


“personal health information” has the same meaning as in the Personal Health Information Protection Act, 2004. 
Annual report 


12. (1) The Agency shall give the Minister an annual report on its affairs, in the form and within the time specified by the 
Minister, that, 


(a) includes such information as the Minister may require; and 


(b) is signed by the chair and one other member of the board of directors of the Agency. 
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(2) The Minister shall, within 90 days of receiving it, submit the report to the Lieutenant Governor in Council and then lay 
it before the Assembly if it is in session or, if the Assembly is not in session, deposit the report with the Clerk of the 
_ Assembly. 


_ Annual business plan 


13. (1) The Agency shall submit its annual business plan for the next fiscal year to the Minister for approval no later than 
_ four months prior to the beginning of the fiscal year, or by such other date as may be specified by the Minister. 


(2) The annual business plan shall include, 


(a) a description of Agency activities during the fiscal year reported on, including a business plan which covers the next 
three fiscal years following the current fiscal year (the “Three-Year Plan”); 


(b) a description of achievements during the fiscal year reported on relating to objectives and planned results set out in the 
Three-Year Plan; 


(c) a performance measures report establishing targets for the coming year and explaining significant variances between 
planned and actual result or performance in the preceding year; 


(d) projected revenues and their sources and capital and operating expenditures; and 

(e) yearly reporting requirements consistent with the multi-year reporting framework. 
Fiscal year 

14. The Agency’s fiscal year commences on April | in each year and ends on March 31 in the following year. 
Winding up the Agency 


15. (1) If the Minister decides that it is in the public interest to wind up the business and affairs of the Agency, he or she 
may do all things necessary to do so, including distributing the Agency’s assets. 


(2) In acting under subsection (1), the Minister may direct that all or some of the Agency’s assets be, 
(a) liquidated or sold as a going concern and the proceeds paid into the Consolidated Revenue Fund; or 


(b) transferred to Her Majesty in right of Ontario or, if the assets do not constitute “public money” for the purposes of the 
Financial Administration Act, to another agency of the Crown.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED REGULATION 
Personal Health Information Protection Act, 2004 


The Minister of Health and Long-Term Care on behalf of the 
Government of Ontario invites public comments on a regulation 
proposed to be made under the Personal Health Information Protection 
Act, 2004 (“PHIPA”). 


PHIPA came into force on November 1, 2004. Ontario Regulation 
329/04, “General,” made under PHIPA also came into force on 
November 1, 2004, and has since then been amended by O. Regs. 245/06 
and 537/06. The Government is proposing a regulation to further amend 
Regulation 329/04. The Act requires that the Minister publish a notice of 
the proposed regulation and allow 60 days for public comment, after 
which the Minister reports to the Lieutenant Governor in Council, who 
may then finalize the regulation with or without changes. 


Content of Proposed Regulation 


The proposed regulation would make the following amendment to the 
existing regulation under PHIPA, Regulation 329/04: 


¢ In order to implement the recently announced Colorectal Cancer 
Screening Program, the registry established by Cancer Care 
Ontario for this purpose is proposed to be prescribed under s. 
39(1)(c) of PHIPA, which allows health information custodians 
to disclose personal health information “to a prescribed person 
who compiles or maintains a registry of personal health 
information for purposes of facilitating or improving the 
provision of health care...”. This will allow health information 
custodians, for example licensed medical laboratories, to be 
authorized to provide personal health information to that registry 
for the purposes of the screening program. 


Invitation to Provide Comments on Proposed Regulations 


The public is invited to provide written comments on the proposed 
regulation over a 60-day period, commencing on March 31, 2007 and 
ending on May 30, 2007.

PROFESSIONAL MISCONDUCT 


Acts of professional misconduct 


1. The following are acts of professional misconduct for the purposes of clause 51 (1) (c) of the Health Professions 
Procedural Code:

Contravening, by act or omission, a standard of practice of the profession or failing to maintain the standard of practice 
of the profession. 


. Abusing a client or a client’s authorized representative verbally, physically, psychologically or emotionally. 


. Doing anything to a client for a therapeutic, preventative, palliative, diagnostic, cosmetic or other health-related 


purpose except, 
i. with the informed consent of the client or the client’s authorized representative, or 


ii. as required or authorized by law. 


. Engaging in misconduct of a sexual nature involving someone, other than a client, 


i. with whom the member has a professional relationship, or 


ii. in relation to whom the member is in a position of authority or trust. 


. Giving information about a client to a person other than the client or the client’s authorized representative except with 


the consent of the client or the authorized representative or as required or authorized by law. 


. Failing to reply appropriately to a request by a client or a client’s authorized representative for information respecting 


a service provided by the member. 


Discontinuing professional services that are needed unless the discontinuation would reasonably be regarded by 
members as appropriate having regard to, 


i. the member’s reasons for discontinuing the services, 
ii. the condition of the client, 
ii. the availability of alternate services, and 
iv. the opportunity given to the client to arrange alternate services before the discontinuation. 


Providing, in response to a request by a client or a client’s authorized representative, a professional service that 
contravenes the standard of practice of the profession. 


Providing unnecessary treatment or continuing to treat a client where the treatment is no longer indicated or has ceased 
to be effective. 


Attempting to treat a condition that the member knows or ought to know he or she does not have the knowledge, skills 
or judgment to treat. 


. Failing to advise a client or the client’s authorized representative to consult another member of the College or, if 


appropriate, a member of a health profession within the meaning of the Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991, where 
the member knows or ought to know that the client requires a service that the member does not have the knowledge, 
skills or judgment to offer or is beyond his or her scope of practice. 


Failing to appropriately supervise a person whom the member is professionally obligated to supervise. 
Permitting, counselling or assisting a person who is not a member to represent himself or herself as such. 


Signing or issuing, in his or her professional capacity, a document that the member knows or ought to have known 
contains a false or misleading statement. 
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. Recommending or selling services or equipment for an improper purpose. 


Failing to advise a client, a client’s authorized representative or a member of the public, when requested, of his or her 
ability to file a complaint with the College and the procedure for doing so. 


Failing to provide a client, a client’s authorized representative or a member of the public, when requested, with the 
address and telephone number of the College. 


. Practising the profession while the member is in a conflict of interest. 


Submitting an account or charge for services that the member knows is false or misleading. 


Charging a fee that is excessive in relation to the service provided. 


. Conferring, requesting or receiving a benefit in relation to the referral of a client. 


. Failing to advise a client or a client’s authorized representative, prior to providing a service, of the fee to be charged 


for the service or of any penalties that will be charged for late payment of the fee. 


If a client or a client’s authorized representative expresses concern respecting the fee to be charged for a service, 
failing to provide that person with a reasonable opportunity to consider whether he or she wants to decline the service. 


Failing to itemize an account for professional services, 
i. if requested to do so by the client or the person or agency who 1s to pay, in whole or in part, for the services, or 
il. if the account includes items that are purchased on behalf of clients. 

Offering or giving a reduction for prompt payment of an account. 


Breaching an agreement with a client or a client’s authorized representative relating to professional services for the 
client or fees for such services. 


Failing to keep records in accordance with the standard of the profession. 
Falsifying a record relating to the member’s practice. 


Failing, without reasonable cause, to provide a report or certificate relating to an assessment or intervention performed 
by the member, within a reasonable time, to a client or the client’s authorized representative after the client or 
authorized representative has requested such a report or certificate. 


If the member intends to close his or her practice, failing to take reasonable steps to give appropriate notice of the 
intended closure to each client for whom the member has primary responsibility and failing to, 


i. ensure that each client’s records are transferred to the member’s successor or another member, if the client so 
requests, or 


11. ensure that each client’s records are retained or disposed of in a secure manner. 
Failing to promptly report to the College an incident of unsafe practice by a member. 


Making a claim respecting the utility of a remedy, treatment, device or procedure other than a claim which can be 
supported as reasonable professional opinion. 


Practising the profession while the member’s ability to do so is impaired or adversely affected by any condition or 
dysfunction which the member knows or ought to have known impairs or adversely affects his or her ability to 
practice. 


Contravening, by act or omission, the Act, the Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991 or the regulations under either 
of those Acts. 


Contravening, by act or omission, a federal, provincial or territorial law, a municipal by-law or a by-law or rule of a 
hospital within the meaning of the Public Hospitals Act in which the member provides services if, 


i. the purpose of the law, by-law or rule is to protect public health, or 


1. the contravention is relevant to the member’s suitability to practise. 


. Contravening, by act or omission, a term, condition or limitation on the member’s certificate of registration. 


Inappropriately using a term, title or designation in respect of the member’s practice. 


. Using a term, title or designation indicating or implying a specialization in the profession. 
. Practising the profession using a name other than the member’s name as entered in the register. 
. Practising the profession while the member’s certificate of registration has been suspended. 


. Failing to comply with an order of a panel of the College. 
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42. Failing to appear before a panel of the Complaints Committee to be cautioned. 

43. Failing to carry out an undertaking given to the College or breaching an agreement with the College. 
44. Failing to co-operate with a College investigation. 

45. Failing to reply appropriately or within a reasonable time to a written inquiry from the College. 


46. Failing to co-operate with an investigator of the College of another regulated health profession who produced evidence 
of his or her appointment under section 75 of the Health Professions Procedural Code. 


47. Directly or indirectly benefiting from the practice of occupational therapy while the member’s certificate of 
registration is suspended unless full disclosure is made by the member to the College of the nature of the benefit to be 
obtained and prior approval is obtained from the Executive Committee. 


48. Engaging in conduct or performing an act relevant to the practice of the profession that, having regard to all the 
circumstances, would reasonably be regarded by members as disgraceful, dishonourable or unprofessional. 


49. Engaging in conduct that would reasonably be regarded by members as conduct unbecoming an occupational therapist.

PART I 
INTERPRETATION 


Definitions 

1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“change” includes, with respect to a waste disposal site, an alteration, enlargement or extension of the site; 
“energy” includes electricity or steam; 


“Environmental Screening Process for Waste Management Projects” means Part B of the Ministry of the Environment 
publication entitled “Guide to Environmental Assessment Requirements for Waste Management Projects” and dated March 
iS, 2007; 
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“forest products operations” includes the operations of a lumber mill, saw mill, pulp mill or similar facility; 
“landfilling site” means a waste disposal site where landfilling occurs; 

“thermal treatment” includes incineration, gasification, pyrolysis or plasma arc treatment; 

“thermal treatment site” means a waste disposal site where thermal treatment is used; 


“total waste disposal volume” means, for a landfilling site or dump, the maximum volume of waste, including the volume of 
any daily or intermediate cover, to be deposited at the landfilling site or dump in the space extending from the base of the 
waste fill zone or the top of any engineered facilities located on the base of the landfilling site or dump to the bottom of the 
final cover; 


“waste disposal site” has the same meaning as in Part V of the Environmental Protection Act. 


(2) In this Regulation, the following words and expressions have the same meanings as in Regulation 347 of the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General — Waste Management) made under the Environmental Protection Act: 


1. “Hauled liquid industrial waste”. 
2. “Hazardous waste”. 

3. “Liquid industrial waste”. 

4. “Municipal waste”. 

5. “Woodwaste”. 


PART II 
DESIGNATION OF UNDERTAKINGS — ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT UNDER PART II OF ACT 


Establishment of site 


2. (1) The establishing of any of the following waste disposal sites is defined as a major commercial or business 
enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies: 


1. A landfilling site or dump with a total waste disposal volume of more than 100,000 cubic metres. 
2. A thermal treatment site that uses coal, oil or petroleum coke as a fuel for thermal treatment at the site. 
3. A thermal treatment site, if, 

i. the site does not use coal, oil or petroleum coke as a fuel for thermal treatment at the site, 


ii. the maximum amount of waste that is subject to thermal treatment at the site on any day, measured by weight, is 
more than 10 tonnes, and 


ili. of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used, all of the energy or fuel is used to 
dispose of waste. 


4. A waste disposal site at which hazardous waste or liquid industrial waste is finally disposed of. 
(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to the establishing of a thermal treatment site described in paragraph 2 of that subsection 
ve 
(a) the site is located at a commercial, industrial or manufacturing facility; 


(b) the primary purpose of the facility is not the management of municipal waste, hazardous waste, liquid industrial waste 
or any other kind of waste; 


(c) more than 100 tonnes of waste are received at the facility per day; and 

(d) of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used, 
(1) all of the energy or fuel is used at the facility, and 
(11) not all of the energy or fuel is used to dispose of waste. 


Change that results in site described in s. 2 (1) 


3. (1) A change to a waste disposal site that is not described in subsection 2 (1) that would result in it becoming a waste 
disposal site described in that subsection is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is designated 
as an undertaking to which the Act applies. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a change to a landfilling site or dump, if, 


(a) the change would result in the landfilling site or dump becoming a landfilling site or dump with a total waste disposal 
volume of more than 100,000 cubic metres; and 
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(b) the total waste disposal volume of the landfilling site or dump after the change would exceed by 100,000 cubic metres 
or less the total waste disposal volume that the landfilling site or dump was authorized to have under the 
Environmental Protection Act before the change. 


Change to landfilling site or dump, increase in total waste disposal volume 


4. A change to a landfilling site or dump is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is 
designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if the total waste disposal volume of the landfilling site or dump after 
the change would exceed by more than 100,000 cubic metres the total waste disposal volume that the landfilling site or dump 
was authorized to have under the Environmental Protection Act before the change. 


Change to landfilling site or dump, excavation of waste 


5. A change to a landfilling site or dump is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is 
designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if, 


(a) the change involves the excavation of waste that was previously disposed of at the landfilling site or dump; and 


(b) the excavation would increase by more than 100,000 cubic metres the amount of waste that could be deposited at the 
landfilling site or dump without any increase in the total waste disposal volume that the landfilling site or dump is 
authorized to have under the Environmental Protection Act. 


Change to landfilling site or dump, hazardous waste or liquid industrial waste 


6. A change to a landfilling site or dump at which hazardous waste or liquid industrial waste is finally disposed of is 
defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, 
if 

(a) the total waste disposal volume of the landfilling site or dump after the change would exceed the total waste disposal 


volume that the landfilling site or dump was authorized to have under the Environmental Protection Act before the 
change; or 


(b) the change involves the excavation of waste that was previously disposed of at the landfilling site or dump. 
Change to thermal treatment site, use of energy or fuel 


7. A change to a thermal treatment site is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is 
designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if, 


(a) of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used before the change, not all of the energy or 
fuel is used to dispose of waste; and 


(b) of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that would be used after the change, all of the energy or 
fuel would be used to dispose of waste. 


Change to thermal treatment site, increase in amount of waste 


8. (1) A change to a thermal treatment site described in paragraph 2 or 3 of subsection 2 (1) 1s defined as a major 
commercial or business enterprise or activity and 1s designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if the amount of 
waste that would be subject to thermal treatment at the site on any day after the change would exceed the amount of waste 
that was authorized under the Environmental Protection Act to be subject to thermal treatment at the site before the change. 


(2) A change to a thermal treatment site at which hazardous waste or liquid industrial waste is subject to thermal treatment 
is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act 
applies, if the amount of waste that would be subject to thermal treatment at the site on any day after the change would 
exceed the amount of waste that was authorized under the Environmental Protection Act to be subject to thermal treatment at 
the site before the change. 


Exceptions 
9. (1) Despite sections 2 to 8, the establishing or changing of a waste disposal site is not designated under this Part as an 
undertaking to which the Act applies if, 
(a) pursuant to the regulations made under the Environmental Protection Act, the establishing or changing of the site 1s 
exempt from section 27 of that Act; or 


(b) pursuant to the regulations made under the Ontario Water Resources Act, the establishing or changing of the site is 
exempt from section 53 of that Act. 
(2) For greater certainty, nothing in this Part designates the acquisition or disposition of a waste disposal site or a change 
in the owner or person having charge, management or control of a waste disposal site as an undertaking to which the Act 
applies. 
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PART III 
DESIGNATION OF UNDERTAKINGS — ENVIRONMENTAL SCREENING PROCESS AVAILABLE 


Environmental Screening Process 


10. (1) An undertaking that is designated under this Part as an undertaking to which the Act applies is exempt from Part II 
of the Act if the undertaking is carried out in accordance with the Environmental Screening Process for Waste Management 
Projects. 


(2) If the proponent of an undertaking submitted an environmental assessment or proposed terms of reference in respect of 
the undertaking to the Ministry before March 23, 2007, subsection (1) does not apply to the undertaking unless, not later than 
60 days after, March 23, 2007 the Director of the Ministry’s Environmental Assessment and Approvals Branch has received 
written notice from the proponent stating that the undertaking will be carried out in accordance with the Environmental 
Screening Process for Waste Management Projects. 


(3) Subsection (1) ceases to apply to an undertaking if, in accordance with the Environmental Screening Process for Waste 
Management Projects, the Director gives the proponent a notice to prepare an environmental assessment. 


(4) If the proponent of an undertaking gives the Director a notice under subsection (2) and the Director subsequently gives 
the proponent a notice under subsection (3), subsections (2) and (3) do not affect the validity of anything done before March 
23, 2007. 


(5) If, pursuant to subsection (1), Part II of the Act does not apply to an undertaking and proceeding with the undertaking 
conflicts with a condition imposed by an approval under the Act that applies to another undertaking, subsections 5 (4) and 
12.2 (6) and section 38 of the Act do not apply to the condition to the extent of the conflict. 


Establishment of site 


11. (1) The establishing of any of the following waste disposal sites is defined as a major commercial or business 
enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies: 


1. A landfilling site or dump with a total waste disposal volume of 40,000 cubic metres or more but not more than 
100,000 cubic metres. 


2. A thermal treatment site, if, 
1. the site does not use coal, oil or petroleum coke as a fuel for thermal treatment at the site, and 


il. of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used, not all of the energy or fuel is used to 
dispose of waste. 


3. A thermal treatment site, 1f, 
i. the site does not use coal, oil or petroleum coke as a fuel for thermal treatment at the site, 


ii. the maximum amount of waste that is subject to thermal treatment at the site on any day, measured by weight, is 
10 tonnes or less, and 


ili. of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used, all of the energy or fuel is used to 
dispose of waste. 


4. A waste disposal site at which waste is handled, treated or processed, if, on an annual basis, an average of more than 
1,000 tonnes of waste per day is transferred from the site for final disposal. 


(2) The establishing of a thermal treatment site that uses coal, oil or petroleum coke as a fuel for thermal treatment at the 
site is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act 
applies, if, 


(a) the site is located at a commercial, industrial or manufacturing facility; 


(b) the primary purpose of the facility is not the management of municipal waste, hazardous waste, liquid industrial waste 
or any other kind of waste; 


(c) more than 100 tonnes of waste are received at the facility per day; and 
(d) of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used, 
(i) all of the energy or fuel is used at the facility, and 
(11) not all of the energy or fuel is used to dispose of waste. 
Change that results in site described in s. 11 (1) or (2) 


12. (1) A change to a waste disposal site that is not described in subsection 11 (1) or (2) that would result in it becoming a 
waste disposal site described in subsection 11 (1) or (2) is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity 
and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies. 
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(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a change to a landfilling site or dump, if, 


(a) the change would result in the landfilling site or dump becoming a landfilling site or dump with a total waste disposal 
volume of 40,000 cubic metres or more but not more than 100,000 cubic metres; and 


(b) the total waste disposal volume of the landfilling site or dump after the change would exceed by less than 40,000 cubic 
metres the total waste disposal volume that the landfilling site or dump was authorized to have under the 
Environmental Protection Act before the change. 


Change to landfilling site or dump, increase in total waste disposal volume 


13. A change to a landfilling site or dump is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is 
designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if the total waste disposal volume of the landfilling site or dump after 
the change would exceed by 40,000 cubic metres or more but not more than 100,000 cubic metres the total waste disposal 
volume that the landfilling site or dump was authorized to have under the Environmental Protection Act before the change. 


Change to landfilling site or dump, excavation of waste 


14. A change to a landfilling site or dump is defined as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is 
designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if, 


(a) the change involves the excavation of waste that was previously disposed of at the landfilling site or dump; and 


(b) the excavation would increase by 40,000 cubic metres or more but not more than 100,000 cubic metres the amount of 
waste that could be deposited at the landfilling site or dump without any increase in the total waste disposal volume 
that the landfilling site is authorized to have under the Environmental Protection Act. 


Change to landfilling site or dump, increase in rate of fill 


15. A change to a landfilling site or dump described in paragraph | of subsection 2 (1) or paragraph | of subsection 11 (1), 
or to a landfilling site or dump that is a waste disposal site described in paragraph 4 of subsection 2 (1), is defined as a major 
commercial or business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if the rate at which 
the landfilling site or dump 1s filled after the change would exceed the rate at which the landfilling site or dump was 
authorized to be filled under the Environmental Protection Act before the change. 


Change to thermal treatment site, increase in amount of waste 


16. A change to a thermal treatment site described in paragraph 2 or 3 of subsection 11 (1) or subsection 11 (2) is defined 
as a major commercial or business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if the 
amount of waste that would be subject to thermal treatment at the site on any day after the change would exceed the amount 
of waste that was authorized under the Environmental Protection Act to be subject to thermal treatment at the site before the 
change. 


Change to site that transfers waste, increase in amount of waste 


17. A change to a waste disposal site described in paragraph 4 of subsection |1 (1) is defined as a major commercial or 
business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if, on an annual basis, the average 
amount of waste transferred from the site per day after the change would exceed by more than 1,000 tonnes the average 
amount of waste that was authorized to be transferred from the site under the Environmental Protection Act before the 
change. 


Change to geographic area 


18. A change to a waste disposal site described in subsection 2 (1) or 11 (1) or (2) is defined as a major commercial or 
business enterprise or activity and is designated as an undertaking to which the Act applies, if the geographic area from 
which the site receives waste after the change would include any area from which the site was not authorized to receive waste 
under the Environmental Protection Act before the change. 


Exceptions 
19. (1) Sections 11 to 18 do not apply to the establishing or changing of a waste disposal site if the establishing or 
changing of the site is designated under Part II of this Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies. 


(2) Despite sections 11] to 18, the establishing or changing of a waste disposal site is not designated under this Part as an 
undertaking to which the Act applies if, 


(a) pursuant to the regulations made under the Environmental Protection Act, the establishing or changing of the site is 
exempt from section 27 of that Act; or 


(b) pursuant to the regulations made under the Ontario Water Resources Act, the establishing or changing of the site is 
exempt from section 53 of that Act. 
(3) For greater certainty, nothing in this Part designates the acquisition or disposition of a waste disposal site or a change 
in the owner or person having charge, management or control of a waste disposal site as an undertaking to which the Act 
applies. 
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PART IV 
MISCELLANEOUS 


Application of O. Reg. 116/01 


20. Ontario Regulation 116/01 (Electricity Projects) made under the Act does not apply to anything that is designated 
under Part II or III of this Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies. 


Undertakings otherwise subject to the Act 


21. (1) Subject to subsection (2), Parts II and III do not affect the application of the Act to an undertaking by or on behalf 
of Her Majesty in right of Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities. 


(2) Section 10 applies, with necessary modifications, to an undertaking by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Ontario 
or by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities, if the undertaking would be designated under Part 
II as an undertaking to which the Act applies were it not an undertaking by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Ontario or 
by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities. 


(3) Clause 5 (2) (a) of Regulation 334 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Act does not 
apply to an undertaking by a municipality or municipalities, if the undertaking would be designated under Part I or III of this 
Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies were it not an undertaking by a municipality or municipalities. 


(4) If an undertaking is designated under another regulation made under the Act as an undertaking to which the Act 
applies and is also designated under Part III of this Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies, section 10 of this 
Regulation applies to the undertaking unless the undertaking is exempt from subsection 5 (1) of the Act under another 
regulation made under the Act. 


Exemption from s. 12 of Act 
22. Section 12 of the Act does not apply to a change to an undertaking in respect of a waste disposal site. 
Exemptions from Part II of Act 


23. Despite any provision of the Act or Part II or III of this Regulation, Part II of the Act does not apply to any of the 
following things: 


1. An undertaking in respect of a waste disposal site by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Ontario or by a public 
body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities, unless, if the undertaking were not an undertaking by or 
on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or 
municipalities, the undertaking would be designated under Part II or II as an undertaking to which the Act applies. 


2. A change to a waste disposal site, if, 


i. the change is required by an order made under the Environmental Protection Act or the Ontario Water Resources 
Act, or 


11. the change involves the excavation of waste that was previously disposed of at the waste disposal site and a 
Director appointed under section 5 of the Environmental Protection Act or section 5 of the Ontario Water 
Resources Act 1s of the opinion that, 


A. the primary purpose of the excavation is not to increase the amount of waste that will be deposited at the 
site, and 


B. all of the purposes of the excavation are appropriate. 


3. The establishing of a thermal treatment site, if the site would cease operation within 12 months after waste is first 
received at the site. 


4. The establishing or changing of a thermal treatment site, if, 
i. the site is located at a commercial, industrial or manufacturing facility, 


ii. the primary purpose of the facility is not the management of municipal waste, hazardous waste, liquid industrial 
waste or any other kind of waste, 


iii. not more than 100 tonnes of waste are received at the facility per day, and 
iv. of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that is used, 
A. all of the energy or fuel is used at the facility, and 
B. not all of the energy or fuel is used to dispose of waste. 
5. The establishing or changing of a thermal treatment site, if, 


i. the site is located at a commercial, industrial or manufacturing facility, 
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ii. the primary purpose of the facility is not the management of municipal waste, hazardous waste, liquid industrial 
waste or any other kind of waste, 


iil. all the waste that is subject to thermal treatment at the site is generated at the facility, and 


iv. of the energy or fuel generated by thermal treatment at the site that 1s used, all of the energy or fuel is used to 
dispose of waste. 


6. The changing of a landfilling site, if, 


i. the change is an increase in the service area of the landfilling site or an increase in the rate at which waste may be 
received at the landfilling site from areas within its service area, and 


il. the increase referred to in subparagraph i is exempt from sections 30 and 32 of the Environmental Protection Act 
under section 5.2 of Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General — Waste 
Management) made under that Act. 


7. The establishing or changing of a waste disposal site, other than a waste disposal site where hauled liquid industrial 
waste or hazardous waste is disposed of, if, pursuant to section 31 of the Environmental Protection Act, a certificate of 
approval for establishing or changing the site is issued without requiring the Tribunal to hold a hearing. 


8. The establishing or changing of a landfilling site or dump owned by a person engaged in forest products operations, if, 
i. no hazardous waste or liquid industrial waste is deposited at the landfilling site or dump, 
11, the only waste deposited at the landfilling site or dump is produced by the person who owns the landfilling site or 
dump or by other persons engaged in forest products operations, and 
ii. the waste deposited at the landfilling site or dump is predominantly solid process waste, such as woodwaste, 
effluent treatment solids, hog fired boiler ash, recycling process rejects, lime mud, grits or dregs. 


9. The establishing or changing of a waste disposal site, if the only waste deposited, disposed of, handled, stored, 
transferred, treated or processed at the site is waste that, under Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 
1990 (General — Waste Management) made under the Environmental Protection Act, 1s exempt from Part V of that 
Act. 


Undertakings subject to class environmental assessments 


24. (1) Despite subsection 10 (1) and section 23, Part Il of the Act applies to an undertaking that is designated under this 
Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies if the undertaking is of a type that is subject to an approved class 
environmental assessment. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not prevent a proponent from proceeding with an undertaking that the proponent is otherwise 
authorized to proceed with in accordance with the approved class environmental assessment. 


(3) Subsections (1) and (2) apply, with necessary modifications, to an undertaking by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right 
of Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities, if the undertaking is of a type that is 
subject to an approved class environmental assessment. 


Application for approval to proceed 


25. (1) Despite subsection 10 (1) and section 23, Part Il of the Act applies to an undertaking that is designated under this 
Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies if the proponent applies to the Minister for approval to proceed with 
the undertaking. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies, with necessary modifications, to an undertaking by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of 
Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities, if the proponent applies to the Minister 
for approval to proceed with the undertaking. 


Transition: establishing 


26. (1) An undertaking that is designated under this Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies and that is the 
establishing of a waste disposal site is exempt from Part II of the Act if, 


(a) construction of the waste disposal site lawfully began before March 23, 2007; or 


(b) any approvals required to begin construction, and any approvals required under the Environmental Protection Act or 
the Ontario Water Resources Act to operate the waste disposal site, were obtained before March 23, 2007. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies, with necessary modifications, to an undertaking that is the establishing of a waste disposal site, 
if the undertaking is by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a 
municipality or municipalities. 


(3) For the purpose of clause (1) (a), construction is deemed to have begun, 
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(a) on the date on which the first contract was awarded for carrying out part or all of the construction, if any contracts 
were awarded for that purpose; and 


(b) on the date on which the construction started, if no contracts were awarded for carrying out part or all of the 
construction. 


(4) Subsections (1) and (2) cease to apply to an undertaking on the fifth anniversary of March 23, 2007, unless 
construction of the waste disposal site is substantially completed before that date. 


Transition: changing 


27. (1) An undertaking that is designated under this Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies and that is the 
changing of a waste disposal site that was constructed before March 23, 2007 is exempt from Part II of the Act if, 


(a) the change of the waste disposal site lawfully began before March 23, 2007; or 


(b) any approvals required to begin the change of the waste disposal site, and any approvals required under the 
Environmental Protection Act or the Ontario Water Resources Act to operate the waste disposal site after the change, 
were obtained before March 23, 2007. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies, with necessary modifications, to an undertaking that is the changing of a waste disposal site, if 
the undertaking is by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a 
municipality or municipalities. 


(3) For the purpose of clause (1) (a), the change is deemed to have begun, 


(a) on the date on which the first contract was awarded for carrying out part or all of the change, if any contracts were 
awarded for that purpose; and 


(b) on the date on which the change started, if no contracts were awarded for carrying out part or all of the change. 


(4) Subsections (1) and (2) cease to apply to an undertaking on the fifth anniversary of March 23, 2007, unless the change 
of the waste disposal site is substantially completed before that date. 


Transition: previous approvals 


28. (1) Despite subsection 10 (1), section 23 and subsections 26 (1) and 27 (1), Part Il of the Act applies to an undertaking 
that is designated under this Regulation as an undertaking to which the Act applies if, before March 23, 2007, an approval 
was issued for the undertaking under the Act. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies, with necessary modifications, to an undertaking by or on behalf of Her Majesty in right of 
Ontario or by a public body or public bodies or by a municipality or municipalities if, before March 23, 2007, an approval 
was issued for the undertaking under the Act. 


(3) If Part Il of the Act applies to an undertaking under subsection (1) or (2), the proponent shall proceed with the 
undertaking in accordance with the approval.

1. (1) Subsection 1 (1) of Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is amended by adding the 
following definitions: 
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“biodiesel” means a fuel or fuel component that is comprised of mono-alkyl esters of long-chain fatty acids that are derived 
from plant oils or animal fats, if the fuel or fuel component, 


(a) conforms to the detailed requirements shown in Table 1 of ASTM International Standard D6751, entitled “Standard 
Specification for Biodiesel Fuel Blend Stock (B100) for Middle Distillate Fuels”, as amended from time to time, when 
tested by the test methods indicated in that Standard, or 


(b) is in accordance with the limits specified in Table 1 of European Standard EN 14214, entitled “Automotive Fuels — 
Fatty acid methyl esters (FAME) for diesel engines — Requirements and test methods”, as amended from time to time, 
when tested by the test methods indicated in that Standard; 


“common mercury waste” means, 
(a) electrical switches, thermostats or fluorescent lamps that contain mercury and that are damaged, worn out or discarded, 


(b) thermometers, barometers or other measuring devices that contain mercury and that are damaged, worn out or 
discarded, 


(c) discarded material that contains mercury from dental procedures carried out by a member of the Royal College of 
Dental Surgeons of Ontario; 


“common mercury waste recovery facility” means a site at which common mercury waste is received for recovery of mercury 
and at which no disposal of common mercury waste or of mercury takes place; 


“food processing and preparation operations” include food packing, food preserving, wine making, cheese making and 
restaurants; 


“intact waste battery” means an electric battery that 1s intact but is damaged, spent, worn out or discarded; 


(2) Clause (f) of the definition of “liquid industrial waste” in subsection 1 (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the 
following substituted: 


(f) waste that results directly from food processing and preparation operations, 
(3) Subsection 1 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following definition: 


“on-site thermal treatment equipment” means thermal treatment equipment located at a site used principally for functions 
other than waste management in which only waste generated on that site is subject to thermal treatment, and includes an 
on-site incinerator; 


(4) The definition of “subject waste” in subsection 1 (1) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “but does not 
include waste from the servicing of motor vehicles at a retail motor vehicle service station or service facility that has a 
written agreement for the collection and management of such waste with a waste management system approved under 
Part V of the Act for the purposes and does not include waste from”, and clauses (c) to (g), and substituting “but does 
not include waste described in subsection (3)”. 


(5) Subsection | (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following definitions: 
“thermal treatment” includes incineration, gasification, pyrolysis or plasma arc treatment; 
“thermal treatment site” means a waste disposal site where thermal treatment is used; 


“waste battery recovery facility” means a site at which intact waste batteries are received for recovery of battery components 
and at which no disposal of intact waste batteries or of recovered battery components takes place; 


“waste biomass” means organic matter that is derived from a plant or animal, that is available on a renewable basis and that 


(a) waste from harvesting or processing agricultural products or forestry products, 
(b) waste resulting from the rendering of animals or animal by-products, 


(c) solid or liquid material that results from the treatment of wastewater generated by a manufacturer of pulp, paper, 
recycled paper or paper products, including corrugated cardboard, 


(d) waste from food processing and preparation operations, or 
(e) woodwaste; 


“waste electrical and electronic equipment” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 393/04 (Waste Electrical and 
Electronic Equipment) made under the Waste Diversion Act, 2002; 


(6) The definition of “woodwaste combustor site” in subsection | (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 


“woodwaste combustor site” means a waste disposal site where woodwaste is subject to thermal treatment or wholly utilized 
as a fuel or fuel supplement in a combustion unit. 
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(7) Section 1 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(3) The definition of “subject waste” in subsection (1) does not include the following wastes: 


i; 


Waste from the servicing of motor vehicles at a retail motor vehicle service station or service facility that has a written 
agreement for the collection and management of such waste with a waste management system approved under Part V 
of the Act for the purposes. 


Intact waste batteries destined for a waste battery recovery facility. 


3. Common mercury waste destined for a common mercury waste recovery facility. 


Waste electrical and electronic equipment that is intact and is destined for a site at which it is to be processed for the 
recovery of materials. 


. Printed circuit boards that are waste, are intact and are destined for a site at which they are to be processed for the 


recovery of materials. 
Waste from, 
i. a nursing home under the Nursing Homes Act, 
ii. a home under the Homes for the Aged and Rest Homes Act, 
ii. a home for special care under the Homes for Special Care Act, 
iv. the professional office of a member of the Royal College of Dental Surgeons of Ontario, or 


v. the professional office of a member of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario.

Waste paint or waste coatings transferred by a generator and destined for a site at which the waste is to be used in an 
ongoing manufacturing process for the production of paint or coatings, if the process does not involve combustion of 
the waste and the paint or coatings that are produced are not used as fuel. 


Emission control dust from the primary production of steel in electric furnaces, if the dust is transferred by a generator 
for direct transportation to a site at which it is to be used as a feedstock in an ongoing high temperature metal recovery 
process in a rotary kiln, flame reactor, electric furnace, plasma arc furnace, slag reactor, industrial furnace or 
combination of a rotary hearth furnace and electric furnace. 


Spent activated carbon transferred by a generator for direct transportation to a site at which it is to be used in a process 
to reactivate activated carbon. 


Metal bearing waste, other than lead acid batteries or aqueous waste, that is transferred by a generator for direct 
transportation to a smelter at which the waste is to be used as a feedstock in an ongoing operation for the recovery of 
metal, including waste that, for the purpose of being used as a feedstock, is processed through size reduction, blending, 
calcining, roasting, sintering, drying, pelletizing, cleaning, leaching or separation of solids from liquids, but not 
including waste that, for the purpose of being used as a feedstock, is processed in any other manner.

(a) he or she is, 


(i) a Canadian citizen or a permanent resident within the meaning of the Immigration and Refugee Protection Act 
(Canada), or 


(ii) a protected person within the meaning of subsection 95 (2) of the /mmigration and Refugee Protection Act 
(Canada); 


(b) he or she meets the residency requirements set out in section 6; 

(c) he or she is enrolled at an approved institution in,

ONTARIO ACCESS GRANTS 


Definitions 


1. In this Regulation, 


“approved institution” means a post-secondary institution that is an approved institution for the purposes of student loans 
under Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made after July 31, 2001) made under the Act; (“établissement 
agréé’”’) 


“approved program of study” means a program of study at an approved institution that is an approved program of study for 
the purposes of student loans under Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made after July 31, 2001) made 
under the Act; (“programme d’études approuvé’”’) 


“minimum required course load” means, in relation to an approved program of study, the minimum required course load 
required for the purposes of student loans under section 9 of Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made after 
July 31, 2001) made under the Act; (“charge de cours minimale exigée”’) 


“Ontario Access Grant” means a grant made under subsection 2 (1); (““subvention ontarienne pour l’accés aux études”) 


“period of study” means a period of study within the meaning of Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made 
after July 31, 2001) made under the Act. (“période d’ études”) 


Grants 


2. (1) The Minister may make a grant under this Regulation to an individual who is enrolled in his or her first or second 
period of study in an approved program of study at an approved institution if the individual meets the eligibility requirements 
set out in section 4, subject to section 5. 


(2) An individual may receive a maximum of two Ontario Access Grants as follows: 
1. One grant shall be in respect of a first period of study in an approved program of study at an approved institution. 
2. One grant shall be in respect of a second period of study in an approved program of study at an approved institution. 


(3) An individual may receive an Ontario Access Grant in respect of a second period of study in an approved program of 
study even though, 


(a) he or she did not receive a grant for his or her first period of study; or 

(b) he or she received a grant for a first period of study in another approved program of study. 
Application 

3. An application for a grant shall be made on a form approved by the Minister. 
Eligibility 

4. An individual is eligible to receive an Ontario Access Grant only if, 

(a) he or she has applied for a student loan; 


(b) he or she meets the eligibility requirements for a student loan under section 5 of Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario 
Student Loans made after July 31, 2001) made under the Act, which are as follows: 


(i) he or she is a Canadian citizen, a permanent resident within the meaning of the /mmigration and Refugee 
Protection Act (Canada) or a protected person within the meaning of subsection 95 (2) of that Act, 


(ii) he or she meets the residency requirements that must be met in order to receive a student loan, as set out in 
section 6 of Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made after July 31, 2001) made under the Act, 


(111) he or she is enrolled in an approved program of study at an approved institution, 


(iv) he or she is taking at least the minimum required course load for the approved program of study in which he or 
she is enrolled, and 
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(v) he or she is not the subject of a determination made by the Minister under section 42.1 of Ontario Regulation 
268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made after July 31, 2001) made under the Act, as a result of which the individual 
is ineligible to receive a certificate of loan approval for a student loan at the time of the application for the grant; 


(c) the Minister has determined that the individual is entitled to a certificate of loan approval under sections 10, 11, 12, 13, 
14, 15 and 15.1 of Ontario Regulation 268/01 (Ontario Student Loans made after July 31, 2001) made under the Act; 


(d) the approved program of study in which the individual is enrolled, 
(1) consists of at least two periods of study, and 
(ii) is not a program that requires post-secondary studies as a prerequisite to enrolment in the program; 


(e) he or she ceased attending secondary school on a full-time basis less than four years before the first day of the period 
of study for which the grant is made; and 


(f) in the case of an individual who is applying for a grant in respect of a first period of study in an approved program of 
study, he or she has never before been enrolled at a post-secondary institution. 


Issuance of grant 


5. (1) The Minister shall not issue an Ontario Access Grant to an individual who meets the eligibility requirements set out 
in section 4 unless the Minister determines that the individual needs the grant in order to pursue an approved program of 
study at an approved institution. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the needs of an individual shall be determined having regard to the combined 
annual income of the individual’s parents and the number of children that are dependent on the individual’s parents. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (2), the combined annual income of an individual’s parents shall be the sum of each 
parent’s income for the most recent calendar year that ended before the first day of the academic year for which the grant 
application is made, as shown on Line 236 of each parent’s income tax return for that calendar year. 


(4) Despite subsection (3), the combined annual income of an individual’s parents shall be determined by the Minister 
taking into account such evidence as the individual may provide if, 


(a) the amounts indicated in the income tax returns referred to in subsection (3) are no longer accurate due to a significant 
change in the combined annual income of the individual’s parents; and 


(b) the Minister receives credible evidence from the individual of the change and of the current combined annual income 
of the individual’s parents. 


(5) Subsection (2) does not apply with respect to an individual if, 

(a) the individual’s parents are both deceased; 

(b) the individual is a Crown ward or was a Crown ward at the time of his or her eighteenth birthday; or 
(c) there exist such other exceptional circumstances as the Minister may approve. 


(6) The Universal Child Care Benefit shall not be included in determining the combined annual income of the individual’s 
parents under subsection (2). 


Maximum amount of grant 
6. The amount of an Ontario Access Grant shall not exceed $3,000. 
Failure to meet conditions of grant 


7. (1) The Minister may require an individual who has received an Ontario Access Grant to repay all or part of the grant 
to the Minister of Finance if the individual, 


(a) withdraws from the approved institution in respect of which the grant was issued; 


(b) ceases his or her studies without completing the approved program of study in respect of which the grant was issued or 
another approved program of study; 


(c) is no longer taking the minimum required course load for an approved program of study; 


(d) has not given the Minister all the information and documents required by the Minister to administer the grant including 
information about the individual’s academic status, financial status or family status; 


(e) has given the Minister incorrect information relating to a grant, or has not informed the Minister promptly about any 
change to information previously given to the Minister; or 


(f) has been convicted of an offence under the Ministry of Training, Colleges and Universities Act, the Canada Student 
Loans Act or the Canada Student Financial Assistance Act or has been convicted of an offence under the Criminal 
Code (Canada) involving fraud or theft in respect of any student assistance program or a loan, grant or award made by 
the Government of Ontario, the Government of Canada or the government of any other province or territory of 
Canada. 
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(2) If an individual receives an Ontario Access Grant and, due to an error or mistake or to a change in the individual’s 
circumstances during the relevant period of study, the grant is in excess in whole or in part of the amount that the individual 
is eligible to receive as a grant, the Minister may require the individual to repay to the Minister of Finance any overpayment 
of the grant.

(2) Subsection 2 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following definitions: 

“approved program of study” means a program of study approved in accordance with subsection 7 (1); 

“period of study” means, in relation to a program of study, a period described in subsection 7 (2); 
2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following section: 

Period of loan 


3.1 (1) A student loan may be made for no more than one period of study in the approved program of study in which the 
student is or will be enrolled. 


(2) An individual who wishes to obtain student loans for more than one period of study must follow the application 
process set out in subsection 3 (1) for each period of study. 


3. Subsection 4 (1) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “approved course of study” and substituting 
“approved program of study”. 


4. (1) Section 5 of the Regulation is amended, 
(a) by striking out “an approved course of study” in subclause (a) (ii) and substituting “a period of study”; 
(b) by striking out “approved course of study” in clause (c) and substituting “approved program of study”; and 


(c) by striking out “course of study” in clause (d) and substituting “period of study of the approved program of 
study”.

7. (1) The Minister may approve a program of study as a program of study for which students may be eligible to receive a 
student loan if the program, 


(a) is provided at an approved institution; 
(b) consists of one or more periods of study of no less than 12 weeks and no more than 52 weeks; and 
(c) leads to the granting of a certificate, degree or diploma upon the successful completion of the program. 


(2) For the purposes of clause (1) (b), the period of study of an approved program of study is the period of time that the 
approved institution considers to be the normal school year for that particular program, as determined by that institution for 
academic purposes, which may include one or more academic terms. 


(3) The Minister may approve a program of study for deaf or hard of hearing students at an approved institution referred to 
in paragraph 2.1 of subsection 8 (2) only if, 


(a) the program meets the requirements of subsection (1); and 
(b) the only or principle language of instruction used in the program is American Sign Language (ASL). 


(4) The Minister may withdraw his or her approval for a program of study if the program ceases to meet the requirements 
established under the Act, terms established by the Minister or terms established in any agreement entered into for the 
purposes of the Minister’s approval.

LOCAL MUNICIPAL LEVIES — EXCEPTIONS (SUBSECTION 277 (7) OF THE ACT) 
General tax rate if s. 277 (7) of the Act applies 


3. (1) This section provides for the manner in which the tax rates on property in a property class are to be determined 
under subsection 277 (7) of the Act if the conditions set out in that subsection are satisfied.

275 of the Act for the commercial classes. 


3. If the property class is one of the industrial classes, allocate to the property class the rate that will result in the rates on 
all the industrial classes being in the same proportion to one another as the tax ratios established under section 275 of 
the Act for the industrial classes. 


(4) Despite clause (2) (a), for the 2007 taxation year, the City may elect to apply a different tax rate for the general levy for 
a taxation year for the property class that does not exceed the rate determined using the formula,

“A” is the notional tax rate, as calculated under section 14 of this Regulation for the property class to which subsection 277 
(7) of the Act applies, excluding the tax rate for school purposes,

“C” is the notional tax rate for the residential property class as calculated under section 19 excluding the tax rate for school 
purposes. 


(5) In this section, 
“commercial classes” and “industrial classes” have the meaning given to those expressions by subsection 275 (1) of the Act. 
Municipal levy restriction thresholds 
4. The following tax ratios are prescribed for the purposes of subsection 277 (7) of the Act:

2. For the commercial classes, 1.98. 
3. For the industrial classes, 2.63. 
Special levy for tax increase 


5. (1) If, in a taxation year, subsection 6 (1) or (2) applies to a property class of the City, the City shall raise an amount by 
special levy equal to the amount by which its revenue was reduced by the application of that subsection to the property class. 


(2) The special levy shall be raised under subsection 277 (4) of the Act on all property that is not in a property class to 
which subsection 6 (1) or (2) applies for the year. 


Maximum tax ratios 


6. (1) If section 5 of this Regulation applied in the previous taxation year, the tax ratio established by the City under 
section 277 of the Act for the property class for a taxation year shall not exceed the tax ratio calculated in the following 
manner: 


1. Identify the general levy tax rate for the residential property class, as determined by the City for the previous year 
under section 277 of the Act.

(2) If section 6 of Ontario Regulation 73/03 (Tax Matters — Special Tax Rates and Limits, 2003 and Later Years) made 
under the Municipal Act, 2001 applied in 2006, the tax ratio established by the City under section 277 of the Act for the 
property class for 2007 shall not exceed the tax ratio calculated in the following manner:

2. Determine the increased residential tax rate by adding the tax rate identified in paragraph | and the rate for the special 
levy for the residential property class for 2006, as determined under section 6 of Ontario Regulation 73/03. 


3. Divide the general levy tax rate for the property class that is subject to section 3 of this Regulation, as determined by 
the City for 2006 under section 308 of the Municipal Act, 2001, by the increased residential tax rate determined under 
paragraph 2. 


Maximum tax rates and revenue limit if s. 6 (2) applies 


7. (1) If the tax rates for the general levy imposed for a taxation year by the City under section 277 of the Act would 
otherwise result in revenues that would exceed the revenue limit for the City for the year, as determined under subsection (2) 
or (4), the maximum property class tax rate for the year for a property class to which subsection 3 (2) of this Regulation 
applies in the year shall be the rate determined as follows: 


1. Determine the total weighted assessment for the City by adding the weighted assessments for all of the property 
classes in the City, as determined under subsection 19 (4). 


2. For the general municipal levy, determine the residential rate for the taxation year by dividing the revenue limit for the 
City, as determined under subsection (2) or (4), as the case may be, by the total weighted assessment for the City 
determined under paragraph 1. 
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3. The maximum property class tax rate for the taxation year for a property class in the City to which subsection 3 (2) 
applies is the product determined by multiplying the residential rate for the taxation year, determined under paragraph 
2, by the tax ratio for the property class for the taxation year as determined under section 6. 


4. For the purposes of paragraph 3, the maximum tax ratio for a property class for a taxation year is the tax ratio 
determined for the year under section 6. 


(2) The revenue limit for the City for 2007 shall be determined in the following manner: 


1. Identify the general levy tax rate for each property class, as determined by the City for 2006 under section 312 of the 
Municipal Act, 2001. 


2. Increase the tax rate determined under paragraph | by adding the special levy tax rate for the property class for the 
previous year, if any, as determined under section 6 of Ontario Regulation 73/03 (Tax Matters — Special Tax Rates 
and Limits, 2003 and Later Years) made under the Municipal Act, 2001. 


3. Determine the revenue for 2006 for each property class by multiplying the tax rate for the property class, as 
determined under paragraph 2, by the sum of the assessments for all properties in the property class. 


4. Determine the revenue limit for the City for 2007 by adding the revenue for the year, as determined under paragraph 3, 
for all property classes in the City. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (2), the assessment for a property in a property class is the assessment for the property 
for 2006, 


(a) less the amount, if any, equal to the same percentage of the assessment as the percentage reduction, if any, under 
section 313 of the Municipal Act, 2001 in the tax rate applicable to the property for 2006; and 


(b) after all adjustments to the assessment, if any, made under subsection 312 (3) of the Municipal Act, 2001. 
(4) The revenue limit for the City for 2008 or a subsequent taxation year shall be determined in the following manner: 


1. Identify the general levy tax rate for each property class, as determined by the City for the previous year under section 
277 of the Act. 


2. Increase the tax rate determined under paragraph | by adding the special levy tax rate for the property class for the 
previous year, if any, as determined under section 5. 


3. Determine the revenue for the year for each property class by multiplying the tax rate for the property class, as 
determined under paragraph 2, by the sum of the assessments for all properties in the property class. 


4. Determine the revenue limit for the City for the year by adding the revenue for the year, as determined under 
paragraph 3, for all property classes in the City. 


(5) For the 2007 taxation year, if the City has elected under subsection 3 (4) to apply a different tax rate for the general 
levy for a property class, the revenue limit for the year under subsection (4) shall be deemed to be the amount determined 
under the following rules: 


1. For each property class for which the City has elected under subsection 3 (4), determine the increase in revenue for the 
year for the property class as a result of the election. 


2. Add the amounts determined under paragraph | to the revenue limit for 2007 that would otherwise be determined 
under subsection (4) without the application of this subsection. 


LOCAL MUNICIPAL LEVIES — FUNDING OF REBATES (SUBSECTION 277 (11) OF THE ACT) 


Tax rate increases, general, re rebates to charities 


8. (1) This section applies with respect to rebates under section 329 of the Act other than rebates described in subsection 9 
Lt. 


(2) The tax rate for a property class may be greater than would be allowed under paragraph 2 of subsection 277 (6) of the 
Act to the extent necessary to raise an amount sufficient to fund the rebates under section 329 of the Act on property in the 
property class. 


Tax rate increases, commercial and industrial classes, re rebates to charities 
9. (1) This section applies with respect to rebates under section 329 of the Act, 
(a) that are given to eligible charities; and 


(b) that are on property in the commercial classes or industrial classes, within the meaning of subsection 275 (1) of the 
Act. 
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(2) The tax rates for the commercial classes may be greater than would be allowed under paragraph 2 of subsection 277 
(6) of the Act to the extent necessary to raise an amount sufficient to fund the rebates described in subsection (1) on property 
in all the commercial classes subject to the requirement in subsection (3). 


(3) The amounts by which the tax rates for each of the commercial classes are greater than what would be allowed but for 
this section must be in the same proportion to each other as the tax ratios established under section 275 of the Act for the 
commercial classes are to each other. 


(4) The tax rates for the industrial classes may be greater than would be allowed under paragraph 2 of subsection 277 (6) 
of the Act to the extent necessary to raise an amount sufficient to fund the rebates described in subsection (1) on property in 
all the industrial classes subject to the requirement in subsection (5). 


(5) The amounts by which the tax rates for each of the industrial classes are greater than what would be allowed but for 
this section must be in the same proportion to each other as the tax ratios established under section 275 of the Act for the 
industrial classes are to each other. 


TAXATION OF CERTAIN RAILWAY, POWER UTILITY LANDS (SECTION 280 OF THE ACT) 
Tax rates 
10. (1) The tax rate imposed on land described in paragraph 1 of subsection 280 (1) of the Act is $611.33 per acre. 
(2) The tax rate imposed on land described in paragraph 2 of subsection 280 (1) of the Act is $834.02 per acre. 
Prescribed power utilities 


11. (1) A designated electricity utility, as defined in subsection 19.0.1 (5) of the Assessment Act, is prescribed as a power 
utility for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 280 (1) of the City of Toronto Act, 2006. 


(2) The following corporations are prescribed as power utilities for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 280 (1) of 
the Act: 


. Great Lakes Power Limited. 

. Canadian Niagara Power Company Limited. 

. Cedar Rapids Transmission Company Limited. 

. Inco Limited. 

. NAV Canada. 

. Cornwall Street Railway Light & Power Company Limited.

PAYMENTS IN LIEU OF TAXES, DISTRIBUTION (SUBSECTIONS 284 (1) TO (4) OF THE ACT) 
Distribution to school boards 
12. (1) This section provides for the sharing of payments in lieu of taxes between the City and the school boards. 


(2) If the City is eligible to receive a payment in lieu of taxes paid under subsection 4 (3) of the Municipal Tax Assistance 
Act in respect of any property for a year, the City shall distribute the amount in accordance with subsection (5) and the 
formula in subsection (3). 


(3) If the City is eligible to receive a payment in lieu of taxes described in subsection (4) in respect of a residential 
property for a year, the City shall distribute, in accordance with subsection (5), an amount determined in accordance with the 
following: 


School board _ Amount _ School taxes (class) 
(share) (of PIL) Total taxes (class) 


where, 
“Amount (of PIL)” means the amount of the payment in lieu of taxes; 
“School board (share)” means the amount to be distributed among the school boards; 


“School taxes (class)” means the taxes levied for the year for school purposes on all property in the City in the same property 
class as the property in respect of which the City is eligible to receive the payment in lieu of taxes; 


“Total taxes (class)” means the taxes levied for the year for municipal and school purposes on the property described in the 
definition of “School taxes (class)”. 


(4) The payment in lieu of taxes referred to in subsection (3) is a payment in lieu of taxes paid under any of the following: 


1. Subsection 4 (3) of the Municipal Tax Assistance Act. 
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2. Subsection 84 (2) or (5) of the Electricity Act, 1998. 


(5) The amount that the City is required to distribute under subsection (3) shall be distributed in accordance with 
subsection 257.8 (2) of the Education Act. 


(6) The fraction in the formula in subsection (3) must be calculated to five decimal places. 
(7) In this section, 


“residential property” means property in the residential/farm property class, the multi-residential property class or the new 
multi-residential property class prescribed under the Assessment Act. 


Special rules for certain defence properties 


13. (1) Section 12 applies with respect to a payment in lieu of taxes in respect of that portion of the lands and premises for 
which the assessment roll number is 19 08 031 580 00151 that are in the residential or multi-residential property class. 


(2) Despite the Education Act, payments in lieu of taxes based on the tax rates set out in Ontario Regulation 392/98 (Tax 
Matters — Taxation of Certain Railway, Power Utility Lands) made under the Education Act, shall be retained by the City 
and not distributed to the school boards. 


Instalment payments to school boards 


14. (1) The City shall pay the amounts required by sections 12 and 13 for a year in four instalments due on or before 
March 31, June 30, September 30 and December 15 of the year determined in accordance with the following: 


1. The first instalments to the school boards must be 25 per cent of the amount that the City was required to pay the 
school boards in respect of payments in lieu of taxes for the previous year. 


2. The second instalment to a school board must be 50 per cent of the amount that the City is required to pay for the year 
less the amount of the first instalment. 


3. The third instalment to a school board must be 25 per cent of the amount that the City is required to pay for the year. 


4. The fourth instalment to a school board must be equal to the balance of the amount that the City is required to pay for 
the year. 


(2) A school board may, by agreement with the City, provide for any number of instalments and their due dates other than 
those provided in subsection (1), and the agreement prevails over subsection (1). 


UNIVERSITIES, ETC., LIABLE TO TAX (SUBSECTIONS 285 (1) TO (5) OF THE ACT) 
Tax payable by universities, etc. 
15. The prescribed amount for the purposes of subsections 285 (1), (2), (3), (4) and (5) of the Act is $75 per year. 


PART III 
LIMITS ON TRADITIONAL MUNICIPAL TAXES 


DETERMINATION OF MAXIMUM TAXES — LEVY CHANGE ADJUSTMENT (SUBSECTION 291 (1) OF THE ACT) 
Application 


16. Sections 17 to 20 of this Regulation provide for the adjustments to be made under paragraph 3 of subsection 291 (1) of 
the Act in respect of changes in taxes for municipal purposes. 


Levy change adjustment 


17. (1) The amount determined under paragraph 2 of subsection 291 (1) of the Act for a taxation year in respect of a 
property shall be adjusted, 


(a) by increasing it by the amount determined for the year under subsection (2), if the amount determined under 
subsection (2) is positive; or 


(b) by decreasing it by the amount determined for the year under subsection (2), if the amount determined under 
subsection (2) is negative.

Actual tax rate for a taxation year 


18. (1) For the purposes of subsection 17 (3), the actual tax rate for a property for a taxation year means the sum of each 
tax rate for the taxation year for municipal or school purposes that is applicable to property in the applicable property class. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a special municipal levy for a taxation year applicable to property in a property class shall be 
included as a tax rate in the calculation of the actual tax rate only if the levy applies to at least 50 per cent of the sum of the 
assessments of all properties in that property class. 


Notional tax rate to raise the previous year’s levies

6. For each property class, the notional tax rate to raise the previous year’s levies is the sum of the class rates for the 
previous year, as determined under paragraph 5, for the property class and the tax rate for the taxation year for school 
purposes. 


(2) For the purposes of paragraph 1 of subsection (1), the previous year’s levy amount shall be determined in the following 
manner:

(4) Despite subsection (3), for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection (2), the total assessment for 2007 for property in 
a property class is determined by taking the sum of the assessments for the previous year for each property in the property 
class and adjusting the sum for the changes in assessment that would produce the changes in taxes referred to in, 


(a) paragraphs 2 and 3 of subsection 318 (6) of the Municipal Act, 2001, as it reads on December 31, 2006, if the property 
class was not subject to Part [X of that Act; or 


(b) paragraphs 2, 3 and 5 of subsection 329 (2) of the Municipal Act, 2001, as it reads on December 31, 2006, if the 
property class was subject to Part LX of that Act. 


(5) For the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection (1), the weighted assessment for a taxation year for each property class 
to which the levy applies is calculated using the formula,

(2) For the purposes of this section and sections 22 to 27 of this Regulation, the commercial classes, as defined in 
subsection 288 (1) of the Act, are deemed to be a single property class and the industrial classes, as defined in that 
subsection, are deemed to be a single property class.

(2) The amount of the adjustment to the taxes for a taxation year in respect of changes in taxes for municipal purposes 
shall be determined using the formula,

“H” is the amount of uncapped taxes for the taxation year, and 
“J” is the adjustment fraction for the taxation year determined under subsection 17 (3) of this Regulation. 
(3) In this section, 


“uncapped taxes” means, in respect of a taxation year, the taxes for municipal and school purposes that would have been 
imposed for the year if Part XII of the Act had not applied. 


Adjustment, par. 1 of s. 293 (4) of the Act 


32. For the purposes of paragraph | of subsection 293 (4) of the Act, foregone revenues shall be determined after taking 
into account revenues gained or lost as a result of the application of paragraph 3 or 4 of subsection 292 (1) of the Act. 


Adjustment, par. 6 of s. 293 (6) of the Act 
33. (1) This section applies for the purposes of paragraph 6 of subsection 293 (6) of the Act. 


(2) The amount determined under paragraph 5 of subsection 293 (6) of the Act in respect of a taxation year shall be 
adjusted, 


(a) by increasing it by the amount determined under subsection (3), if the amount determined under subsection (3) is 
positive; or 


(b) by decreasing it by the amount determined under subsection (3), if the amount determined under subsection (3) is 
negative. 


(3) The amount referred to in clauses (2) (a) and (b) is the amount determined by multiplying the amount determined 
under paragraph 5 of subsection 293 (6) of the Act by the taxation year adjustment fraction determined under subsection 
17 (3) of this Regulation. 


Taxes not to be lower than uncapped taxes 


34. (1) Despite subsection 293 (6) of the Act, if the taxes for municipal and school purposes for a taxation year, as 
determined under that subsection, are less than the uncapped taxes for the year, the taxes for municipal and school purposes 
for the year shall be equal to the uncapped taxes for the year. 


(2) In this section, 


“uncapped taxes” means, in respect of a taxation year, the taxes for municipal and school purposes that would have been 
imposed for the year if Part XII of the Act had not applied. 


TAXES ON ELIGIBLE PROPERTIES — “ELIGIBLE PROPERTY” (SUBSECTION 294 (20) OF THE ACT) 
Special rules re “eligible property” 


35. (1) None of the following properties that becomes taxable for municipal and school purposes in 2007 or a subsequent 
year is eligible property for the purposes of section 294 of the Act in the year the property becomes taxable: 


1. Property of a municipal electricity utility as defined in section 88 of the Electricity Act, 1998. 
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2. Property acquired under a transfer order under subsection 34 (1) of the Social Housing Reform Act, 2000. 
3. Property of a non-profit housing corporation referred to in subsection 13 (1) of the Housing Development Act. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the following properties are deemed to be eligible property for the purposes of section 294 of 
the Act: 


1. A vacant parcel of land that is severed from a larger parcel of land or that is a lot in a subdivided parcel of land, if the 
taxation year is the first year for which the parcel is included as a separate parcel on the assessment roll. 


2. Despite subsection 291 (12) of the Act, property to which section 294 of the City of Toronto Act, 2006 or, for 2007, 
section 331 of the Municipal Act, 2001 applied in the previous year as a result of an assessment made under subsection 
34 (2) of the Assessment Act or a severance or subdivision, if clause 291 (9) (a) of the City of Toronto Act, 2006 
applies to the property for the taxation year. 


3. Property in respect of which an assessment could have been made under section 34 of the Assessment Act in the 
previous year if, 


i. making the assessment in the previous year would have resulted in the application to the property of clause 291 
(9) (a) of the City of Toronto Act, 2006 or, for 2007, clause 329 (7) (a) of the Municipal Act, 2001, and 


ii. the appropriate change is made on the assessment roll for the taxation year. 
(3) None of the following is eligible property for the purposes of section 294 of the Act: 


1. Property that would otherwise be eligible property only because of a change in classification from one class in the 
commercial classes to another class in the commercial classes or from one class in the industrial classes to another 
class in the industrial classes. 


2. A severed parcel that is described in subsection 23 (2), (3) or (4) of this Regulation. 


3. A severed parcel that fails to satisfy the minimum size requirements for development under the relevant municipal 
zoning by-law. 


(4) In this section, 
“commercial classes” means the commercial classes as defined in subsection 275 (1) of the Act; 


“industrial classes” means the industrial classes as defined in subsection 275 (1) of the Act. 


MISCELLANEOUS (PART XII OF THE ACT) 
Certain payments in lieu of taxes deemed to be taxes 


36. Payments in lieu of taxes made under subsections 4 (3) and (4) of the Municipal Tax Assistance Act in respect of 
property described in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of subsection 35 (1) of this Regulation are deemed to be taxes for municipal and 
school purposes for the purposes of sections 291 and 293 of the City of Toronto Act, 2006. 


PART IV 
COLLECTION OF TRADITIONAL MUNICIPAL TAXES 
CANCELLATION, REDUCTION, REFUND OF TAXES — VACANT LAND (CLAUSE 323 (1) (b) OF THE ACT) 
Mid-year demolition, etc. 


37. (1) For the purposes of clause 323 (1) (b) of the Act, the recalculation of taxes for the taxation year shall include a 
reduction determined as follows:

(2) Paragraph 5 of subsection 291 (2) of the City of Toronto Act, 2006 applies to a property even if the owner of the 
property was entitled to but failed to make an application to City council under clause 323 (1) (a), (b), (d) or (f) or section 
325 of that Act or, before 2007, under clause 357 (1) (a), (b), (d) or (f) or section 358 of the Municipal Act, 2001 for a 
cancellation, reduction or refund of taxes for the previous year, but only if the appropriate change is made to the assessment 
of the property on the assessment roll, as returned, for the taxation year. 
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VACANT UNIT REBATE (SECTION 331 OF THE ACT) 
Eligible property 


38. (1) A building or structure on property that is classified in one of the commercial classes or industrial classes is 
prescribed to be an eligible property for the purposes of section 331 of the Act for a period of time if, 


(a) the period of time is at least 90 consecutive days; and 
(b) no portion of the building or structure was used at any time in the period of time. 


(2) A portion of a building on property that is classified in one of the commercial classes is prescribed to be an eligible 
property under section 331 of the Act for a period of time if the period of time is at least 90 consecutive days and throughout 
the period of time, 


(a) the portion of the building was not used and was clearly delineated or separated by physical barriers from the portion 
of the building that was used; and 


(b) the portion of the building, 
(i) was capable of being leased for immediate occupation, 


(11) was capable of being leased but not for immediate occupation because it was in need of or undergoing repairs or 
renovations or was under construction, or 


(111) was unfit for occupation. 


(3) A portion of a building on property that is classified in one of the industrial classes is prescribed to be an eligible 
property under section 331 of the Act for a period of time if, 


(a) the period of time is at least 90 consecutive days; and 


(b) throughout the period of time, the portion of the building was not used and was clearly delineated or separated by 
physical barriers from the portion of the building that was used. 


(4) The following rules apply for the purposes of subsections (1), (2) and (3): 


1. A reference to a period of at least 90 consecutive days shall be read as a reference to a period of at least 89 consecutive 
days if the period includes all of February. 


2. The following, in the absence of other activity, does not constitute the use of a building or structure or a portion of a 
building: 


i. Construction, repairs or renovations of the building, structure or portion of the building. 
u. The heating, cooling, lighting or cleaning of the building, structure or portion of the building. 


ili. The presence of fixtures. 


(5) Despite subsections (1), (2) and (3), a building, structure or portion of a building is not prescribed to be an eligible 
property under section 331 of the Act for a period of time if, 


(a) it is used for commercial or industrial activity on a seasonal basis; 
(b) it is leased to a tenant who is in possession of the leasehold interest throughout the period of time; or 
(c) it is included in a subclass for vacant land under subsection 8 (1) of the Assessment Act throughout the period of time. 


(6) Despite subsections (1) and (2), a building or structure or portion of a building is not prescribed to be an eligible 
property under section 331 of the Act if it is in the resort condominium property class. 


Amount of vacant unit rebate 


39. (1) In this section, 


“base property” means, in respect of an eligible property for a taxation year, the real property whose assessment on the roll 
returned under the Assessment Act for taxation in the taxation year includes the eligible property, excluding any portion of 
the real property, 


(a) that is exempt from taxes for municipal and school purposes for the year, 


(b) that is not included in the same class of real property for the taxation year under the Assessment Act as the eligible 
property, or 


(c) that is included in a subclass for excess land under subsection 8 (1) of the Assessment Act. 


(2) The amount of taxes for a taxation year in respect of an eligible property to which the percentage specified in 


paragraph 2 or 3 of subsection 331 (2) of the Act or referred to in subsection 331 (4) of the Act is to be applied is determined 
as follows:

1. Take the value of the eligible property for the year as determined by the assessment corporation. 


2. Determine the percentage that the value of the eligible property is of the assessed value of the base property for the 
taxation year. 


3. Multiply the percentage determined under paragraph 2 by the taxes for municipal and school purposes for the base 
property for the taxation year. 


4. Determine the percentage that the number of days in the taxation year that the property was an eligible property is of 
the total number of days in the year. 


5. Multiply the percentage determined under paragraph 4 by the product determined under paragraph 3. 


(3) The amount of the rebate for the purposes of section 331 of the Act in respect of an eligible property is determined by 
multiplying the amount of taxes determined under subsection (2) in respect of the eligible property for the year by the 
percentage set out in paragraph 2 or 3 of subsection 331 (2) of the Act or referred to in subsection 331 (4) of the Act, 
whichever percentage applies. 


(4) If the period of at least 90 consecutive days during which a property or portion of a property was an eligible property 
commences after October 3 in the prior taxation year, the amount of taxes for the taxation year is determined for the purposes 
of subsection (2) by adding the following amounts: 


1. The amount of taxes that would be determined under subsection (2) for the previous taxation year if the only period in 
that year during which the property or portion of the property was an eligible property was the period after October 3 
during which the building or structure or the portion of the building was an eligible property. 


2. The amount of taxes that would be determined under subsection (2) for the taxation year in respect of the period in the 
year during which the building or structure or the portion of the building was an eligible property. 


Application for vacant unit rebate 


40. (1) An interim application and a final application for a rebate under section 331 of the Act in respect of a taxation year 
must contain the following information: 


1. The name of the owner of the eligible property and, if applicable, the name of the owner’s agent. 
2. The address of the real property that includes the eligible property, including the number, street and municipality. 


3. The assessment roll number of the real property that includes the eligible property for purposes of assessment under 
the Assessment Act. 


4. The dates in the period covered by the interim or final application during which the building or structure or the portion 
of the building was an eligible property. 


5. A description of the eligible property, 
i. by suite or unit number and floor number, or 


i. by a method of describing its location in the building that is sufficient to identify the eligible property if it cannot 
be described by suite or unit number and floor number. 


6. The area of the eligible property in square feet. 


7. Any additional documentation the municipality or assessment corporation may request to assist in identifying the 
eligible property. 


(2) The City shall forward a copy of each interim and final application to the assessment corporation for determination of 
the value of the eligible property. 


(3) The assessment corporation shall provide the value of the eligible property to the City as soon as practicable. 


(4) The City shall calculate the amount of the rebate payable to the owner as soon as practicable after receiving the 
determination of the value of the eligible property from the assessment corporation. 


(5) The City may calculate the amount of a rebate based on an estimate of the amount of taxes for municipal and school 
purposes in respect of the eligible property and subsequently adjust the amount of the rebate when the amount of the taxes is 
finally determined. 


Recalculation of vacant unit rebate 


41. (1) The City shall recalculate the amount of a rebate in respect of an eligible property if the taxes are reduced under 
section 323 or 325 of the Act or if the assessment for the property changes as the result of, 


(a) a settlement under section 39.1 of the Assessment Act; 


(b) an appeal under section 40 of the Assessment Act; or 
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(c) an application under section 46 of the Assessment Act. 


(2) If the City pays or credits to an owner a rebate in an amount that is greater than the amount determined under a 
recalculation under subsection (1), the City may recover the excess amount. 


(3) If the City pays or credits to an owner a rebate in an amount that is less than the amount determined under a 
recalculation under subsection (1), the City shall pay or credit to the owner the additional amount of the rebate as soon as 
practicable after the recalculation. 


Deadline extension, vacant unit rebate 


42. For the purposes of paragraph 5 of subsection 331 (2) of the City of Toronto Act, 2006, if the assessment corporation 
assesses a property during a taxation year under section 33 of the Assessment Act in respect of either of the two preceding 
taxation years, the deadline for making an application under section 331 of the City of Toronto Act, 2006 for that preceding 
taxation year is extended to the day that is 90 days after the day the assessment is mailed to the owner under section 35 of the 
Assessment Act. 


Interest on vacant unit rebate 


43. (1) Interest is payable under subsection 331 (20) of the Act in respect of a rebate under an interim application for a 
taxation year if, 


(a) the interim application is received by the City by July 31 of the taxation year to which the rebate relates; and 
(b) the City fails to pay or credit the owner the amount of the rebate to which the owner 1s entitled by the later of, 
(1) November 30 of the taxation year to which the rebate relates, and 


(11) the day that is 120 days after the day the owner provides the information required under subsection 40 (1) of this 
Regulation. 


(2) Interest is payable under subsection 331 (20) of the Act in respect of a rebate under a final application for a taxation 
year if, 


(a) the final application is received by the City by the last day of February of the year immediately following the taxation 
year to which the rebate relates; and 


(b) the City fails to pay or credit the owner the amount of the rebate to which the owner is entitled by the later of, 
(i) June 30 of the year immediately following the taxation year to which the rebate relates, and 


(11) the day that is 120 days after the day the owner provides the information required under subsection 40 (1) of this 
Regulation. 


Interest on vacant unit rebate, special cases 


44. (1) If the deadline for applying for a rebate in respect of a taxation year is extended under section 40 of this 
Regulation, interest is payable under subsection 331 (20) of the Act in respect of the rebate if, 


(a) an application for the rebate is received by the City before the deadline; and 
(b) the City fails to pay or credit the owner the amount of the rebate to which the owner is entitled by the later of, 
(1) the day that is 120 days after the deadline, and 


(11) the day that is 120 days after the day the owner provides the information required under subsection 40 (1) of this 
Regulation. 


(2) If the City pays or credits an owner a rebate in an amount that was less than the amount determined under the 
recalculation under subsection 41 (1) of this Regulation, interest is payable under subsection 331 (20) of the Act on the 
additional amount of the rebate if the City does not pay or credit the owner the additional amount within 120 days after 
receiving notice of the change to the assessment. 


Complaint to Board re vacant unit rebate 
45. The later date prescribed for the purposes of subsection 331 (15) of the Act is the later of, 
(a) the day that is 120 days after the City receives the application; and 
(b) the day that interest becomes payable on the outstanding rebate. 
CANCELLATION OF TAXES, REHABILITATION AND DEVELOPMENT PERIOD (SECTION 333 OF THE ACT) 


Notice to Minister of Finance 


46. (1) The following information is prescribed for the purposes of paragraph 5 of subsection 333 (6) of the Act in respect 
of a property: 
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. Information confirming that the property is “eligible property” within the meaning of section 333 of the Act. 


. All conditions imposed by the City under subsection 333 (2) of the Act in respect of the property and confirmation of 


which of the conditions, if any, have been satisfied. 


. A copy of any agreements or proposed agreements between the City and the owner of the property and any 


undertakings or proposed undertakings by the owner of the property that are part of the arrangements relating to the 
tax assistance. 


. The information provided to the City by the owner of the property under subsection 333 (9) of the Act. 
. A brief description of the remediation proposed, including technologies to be used. 


. The estimated cost of the remediation, including pre-remediation studies. 
Hh 


The estimated duration of the remediation. 


(2) In subsection (1), 


“remediation” means soil removal or other action taken to reduce the concentration of contaminants in, on or under property.

2. Section 8 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


8. An entity’s share of an assessment of the pension sector under section 25 of the Act for an assessment period is the 
following: 


1. For the administrator of an assessable pension plan, other than a discontinued plan, the share calculated in accordance 
with section 9. 


2. For the administrator of a discontinued plan, nil. 
3. For any other entity in the pension sector, nil. 


9. For the purposes of paragraph | of section 8, the share of the assessment payable by the administrator of an assessable 
pension plan for an assessment period is calculated by, 


(a) determining the preliminary amount of the assessment for the pension plan under section 10 for the assessment period; 
(b) determining the adjustment amount for the pension plan under section 11 for the assessment period; and 
(c) adding the adjustment amount to the preliminary amount of the assessment. 


10. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the preliminary amount of the assessment for an assessable pension plan for an 
assessment period is the amount calculated using the formula, 


(A x $6.15) + (B x $4.25) 
in which, 


“A” is the number of members of the pension plan on the December 31 that falls within the assessment period, determined 
as specified in subsection (4), and 


“B” is the number of former members of the pension plan on the December 31 that falls within the assessment period, 
determined as specified in subsection (4). 
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(2) If the amount calculated under subsection (1) is less than $250, the preliminary amount of the assessment for the 
pension plan is $250. 


(3) If the amount calculated under subsection (1) is greater than $75,000, the preliminary amount of the assessment for the 
pension plan is $75,000. 


(4) The number of members and former members of a pension plan on the December 31 that falls within the assessment 
period is the number of each indicated in the most recent annual information return filed with the Commission under the 
Pension Benefits Act on or before that December 31 or, in the absence of such a return, the number of each indicated in the 
application for registration of the pension plan submitted under that Act. 


11. (1) The adjustment amount for an assessable pension plan for an assessment period is the amount calculated using the 
formula, 


(C—D-E) x F/E 
in which, 


“C” is the total of all expenses incurred and expenditures made by the Commission in respect of the pension sector for the 
assessment period, other than the reasonable expenses charged to the Pension Benefits Guarantee Fund by the 
Superintendent under subsection 82 (3) of the Pension Benefits Act, 


“D” is the total of all amounts recovered or recoverable during the assessment period by the pension sector to the 
Commission under the Act or to the Minister or the Superintendent under the Pension Benefits Act for the assessment 
period, excluding the assessments calculated under this Regulation, 


“E” is the sum of the preliminary amount of the assessment for every assessable pension plan for the assessment period, as 
determined under section 10 for each pension plan, and 


“F” is the preliminary amount of the assessment for the particular pension plan for the assessment period, as determined 
under section 10. 


(2) The adjustment amount for a pension plan may be a negative number.

iii. Spousal support awarded. 
iv. Equalization of property awarded. 
v. Any provisions in the award restraining contact or communication between the parties. 
(2) The reports required by subsection (1) shall be provided, 
(a) for family arbitrations completed during the period from April 1 to September 30, on or before November 30; and 


(b) for family arbitrations completed during the period from October | to March 31 of the following year, on or before 
May 31.

CALCULATION OF AVERAGE DAILY ENROLMENT FOR THE 2007-2008 SCHOOL BOARD 
FISCAL YEAR 


Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“2007-2008 fiscal year” means the period beginning September |, 2007 and ending August 31, 2008; (“exercice 2007-2008”) 


“combined kindergarten program” means a program operated on a five-day cycle that consists of 600 minutes of junior 
kindergarten for those pupils who are enrolled in the junior kindergarten part of the program and 900 minutes of 
kindergarten for those pupils who are enrolled in the kindergarten part of the program; (“programme combiné de 
maternelle et de jardin d’enfants’’) 


“cycle” means the number of school days for which a schedule of classes in a school continues before the schedule is 
repeated; (“horaire’’) 


“day school” and “day school program” do not include continuing education or summer school classes or courses; (“cours de

“full-time pupil” means a pupil, other than a pupil enrolled in junior kindergarten, kindergarten or a combined kindergarten

(b) enrolled in a day school which has, in accordance with a calendar that has been approved by the Minister under 
Regulation 304 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (School Year Calendar, Professional Activity Days) made 
under the Act, a designated school year of 12 months and instructional days in each of those months, and in which the 
pupil is eligible to earn at least seven credits on successfully completing the courses in which the pupil is enrolled in a 
school year; (“éléve a temps plein’) 


“half-time pupil” means a pupil who is enrolled in junior kindergarten or kindergarten, is not enrolled in a combined 
kindergarten program, and, in respect of a cycle, is enrolled for classroom instruction for an average of at least 150 minutes

“independent study course” means a credit course that is provided to a pupil other than a full-time pupil and that, 


(a) meets the criteria set out in the independent study course register for inclusion in the determination of day school 
enrolment, or 


(b) is approved by the Minister as an independent study course to be included in the determination of day school

“grant regulation” means Ontario Regulation 152/07 (Grants for Student Needs — Legislative Grants for the 2007-2008

(b) any other program which both the board and the party from whom the tuition fee is receivable agree is a high cost 
program for the purposes of this Regulation; (“programme a coit élevé’’) 


“isolate board” means a school authority other than a section 68 board; (“conseil isolé’’) 


“P.A.C.”, for a pupil, means the pupil accommodation charge for a pupil as determined under subsections (3) and (4); (“frais

“secondary school pupil” means a pupil who is enrolled in any of grades nine to twelve; (“éléve du secondaire’) 
“section 68 board” means a board established under section 68 of the Act; (“conseil créé en vertu de l’article 68”)

(3) The pupil accommodation charge for a pupil is $141 in the case of an elementary school pupil or $282 in the case of a 
secondary school pupil. 


(4) Despite subsection (3), if a board has entered into an agreement under subsection 188 (3) of the Act that provides for a 
payment by the Crown in right of Canada to provide classroom accommodation for a specified number of pupils, the pupil 
accommodation charge for each pupil accommodated as a result of the agreement is zero.

2. This Regulation applies in respect of the fiscal year of boards that commences on September 1, 2007 and ends on 
August 31, 2008.

3. (1) This section applies in respect of a pupil who is enrolled in a day school program in a school operated by a district

(a) the Crown in right of Canada; or

PART I 
GENERAL 


Application and interpretation 


1. (1) This Regulation applies to boards for the 2007-2008 fiscal year and to governing authorities in respect of payments 
for the period from September |, 2007 to August 31, 2008. 


(2) In this Regulation, 


“2003-2004 grant regulation” means Ontario Regulation 139/03 (Student Focused Funding — Legislative Grants for the 
2003-2004 School Board Fiscal Year) made under the Act; (“réglement sur les subventions de 2003-2004’) 


“2004-2005 grant regulation” means Ontario Regulation 145/04 (Grants for Student Needs — Legislative Grants for the 
2004-2005 School Board Fiscal Year) made under the Act; (“réglement sur les subventions de 2004-2005”) 


“2005-2006 grant regulation” means Ontario Regulation 400/05 (Grants for Student Needs — Legislative Grants for the 
2005-2006 School Board Fiscal Year) made under the Act; (“réglement sur les subventions de 2005-2006”) 


“2006-2007 grant regulation” means Ontario Regulation 341/06 (Grants for Student Needs — Legislative Grants for the 
2006-2007 School Board Fiscal Year) made under the Act; (“réglement sur les subventions de 2006-2007”)

(c) furniture and equipment to be used in school buildings, 
(d) library materials for the initial equipping of a library in a school building, 


(e) an installation on school property to supply a school building on the property with water, sewer, septic, electrical, 
heating, cooling, natural gas, telephone or cable services, and an alteration, replacement or major repair to the 
installation, and 


(f) changes to the level, drainage or surface of school properties; (“immobilisation”) 

“cycle” has the same meaning as in the 2007-2008 A.D.E. regulation; (“horaire’’) 

“elementary school pupil” means a pupil who is enrolled in any of junior kindergarten, kindergarten and grades | to 8; 
(“éleve de |’élémentaire”’) 
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“ESD” stands for English skills development; (“ESD”) 
“ESL” stands for English as a second language; (“ESL”) 
“full-time pupil” has the same meaning as in the 2007-2008 A.D.E. regulation; (“éléve a temps plein”) 
“half-time pupil” has the same meaning as in the 2007-2008 A.D.E. regulation; (“éléve a mi-temps’’) 
‘independent study course” has the same meaning as in the 2007-2008 A.D.E. regulation; (“cours d’études personnelles”)

paragraph 3 or 4 of subsection 14 (1), and 


(c) any amount transferred from reserve funds; (“recettes provenant d’autres sources”) 


“rural elementary school” means, with respect to a board, an elementary school listed in Column 3 of Table 25 opposite the 
name of the board in Column | of that Table that has a 2007-2008 enrolment, within the meaning of subsection 40 (2), that 
is greater than zero; (“école élémentaire rurale’) 


“rural secondary school” means, with respect to a board, a secondary school listed in Column 4 of Table 25 opposite the 
name of the board in Column | of that Table that has a 2007-2008 enrolment, within the meaning of subsection 40 (2), that 
is greater than zero; (“école secondaire rurale’’) 


“secondary school pupil” means a pupil who is enrolled in any of grades 9 to 12; (“éléve du secondaire’) 
“section 68 board” is a board established under section 68 of the Act. (“conseil créé en vertu de l’article 68”) 
Fiscal year 

2. Any fiscal year referred to in this regulation is from September | to August 31.

Incidence Portion (SIP) 2007-08”, dated Spring 2007, referred to in clauses 20 (1) (a), 22 (1) (a) and 59 (2) (a), is available 
for public inspection at the offices of the Education Finance Branch of the Ministry of Education and on the Ministry’s 
website. 


(3) The list of common course codes referred to in subsections 26 (4) and 31 (6) is available for public inspection at the 
offices of the Education Finance Branch of the Ministry of Education and on the Ministry’s website. 


(4) The document entitled “Ontario Secondary Schools, Grades 9 to 12 — Program and Diploma Requirements — 1999”, 
referred to in paragraphs |, 2 and 3 of subsection 35 (5), is available for public inspection at the offices of the Education 
Finance Branch of the Ministry of Education and on the Ministry’s website. 


(5S) The 2005 Data Form A, referred to in paragraphs 4 and 5 of subsection 36 (10) is available for public inspection at the 
offices of the Education Finance Branch of the Ministry of Education. 


(6) The documents entitled “Good Places to Learn: Stage 1 Funding Allocation” referred to in clause 43 (2) (a), and 
“Good Places to Learn: Stage 2 Funding Allocation”, referred to in clause 43 (3) (a), are available for public inspection at the 
offices of the Education Finance Branch of the Ministry of Education and on the Ministry’s website. 


(7) The Report of the Pupil Accommodation Review Committee, dated August, 1998, referred to in paragraph 1 of 
subsection 51 (6), is available for public inspection at the offices of the Education Finance Branch of the Ministry of 
Education and on the Ministry’s website. 


Pupil of a board 


4. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), for the purposes of this Regulation, a pupil is a pupil of a board if he or she is 
enrolled in a school operated by the board. 


(2) A pupil who receives instruction in an education program provided by a board that is a qualifying education program 
within the meaning of subsection 23 (2) is not a pupil enrolled in a school operated by the board for the purposes of 
subsection (1). 
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(3) For the purposes of this Regulation, the following are not pupils of a board even if they are enrolled in a school of the 
board: 


1. A pupil who is a registered Indian residing on a reserve within the meaning of the /ndian Act (Canada). 

2. A pupil who is liable to pay fees as specified in subsection 49 (6) of the Act. 

3. A pupil in respect of whom the board may charge a fee under section 5 of the 2007-2008 fees regulation. 
Enrolment 


5. (1) For the purposes of this Regulation, the 2007-2008 day school average daily enrolment of pupils of a board is the 
day school average daily enrolment for the board determined under section 2 of the 2007-2008 A.D.E. regulation, counting 
all pupils of the board other than secondary school pupils who are 21 years of age or older on December 31, 2007. 


(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, the 2007-2008 day school average daily enrolment of elementary school pupils of 
a board is the day school average daily enrolment for the board determined under section 2 of the 2007-2008 A.D.E. 
regulation, counting only the elementary school pupils of the board. 


(3) For the purposes of this Regulation, the 2007-2008 day school average daily enrolment of secondary school pupils of a 
board is the day school average daily enrolment for the board determined under section 2 of the 2007-2008 A.D.E. 
regulation, counting only secondary school pupils of the board who are under 21 years of age on December 31, 2007. 


(4) For the purposes of this Regulation, the day school full-time equivalent enrolment for a board as of October 31, 2007 is 
determined using the formula, 


ABs C/D 
in which, 


“A” is the number of full-time pupils of the board enrolled on October 31, 2007, excluding secondary school pupils who 
are at least 21 years of age on December 31, 2007, 


“B” is the amount equal to 0.5 times the number of half-time pupils of the board enrolled on October 31, 2007, 


“C” is the total of all amounts each of which is an amount determined for a part-time pupil of the board enrolled on 
October 31, 2007, other than a secondary school pupil who is at least 21 years of age on December 31, 2007, equal to 
the number of minutes for which the pupil is registered for classroom instruction in the cycle that includes October 31, 
2007, in a course other than an independent study course, and 


“PD” is the amount determined by multiplying the number of days in the cycle described in the definition of “C” by 300. 


(5) If this Regulation requires that pupils be counted but does not provide that the count be on the basis of average daily 
enrolment or on the basis of full-time equivalent enrolment, each pupil, whether full-time, half-time or part-time, must be 
counted as one. 


Level of accuracy 


6. (1) A count of pupils for the purposes of this Regulation on the basis of average daily enrolment or on the basis of full- 
time equivalent enrolment must be accurate to two decimal places. 


(2) A count of teachers or teacher assistants for the purposes of this Regulation on the basis of full-time equivalence must 
be accurate to one decimal place. 


Legislative grants 
7. (1) The legislative grant payable for the fiscal year to a district school board is the amount calculated under Part II. 
(2) The legislative grant payable for the fiscal year to an isolate board is the amount calculated under section 58. 
(3) The legislative grant payable for the fiscal year to a section 68 board is the amount calculated under section 59. 
Payments 


8. A legislative grant payable under this Regulation is paid on an estimated basis during the fiscal year and such 
adjustments as may be necessary must be made after the actual financial, enrolment and other data are available. 


Conditions for grant 


9. (1) It is a condition of the payment of a grant to a board under this Regulation that the board comply with all Acts 
administered by the Minister and with all regulations, policies, guidelines, directives and similar instruments made under an 
Act administered by the Minister. 


(2) If a board contravenes an Act administered by the Minister or a regulation, policy, guideline, directive or similar 
instrument made under an Act administered by the Minister, the Minister may withhold all or part of a grant otherwise 
payable to the board under the Act. 
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Adjusting overpayment 


10. If the amount payable to a board under a legislative grant regulation was overpaid and the overpayment has not been 
deducted from grants payable to the board under other legislative grant regulations, the overpayment must be deducted from 
the grants payable under this Regulation to the board. 


Adjusting underpayment 
11. If the amount payable to a board under a legislative grant regulation was underpaid, the amount of the underpayment 
that has not previously been paid must be added to the grants payable under this Regulation to the board.

12. A district school board is entitled to the following grant allocations, in the amounts determined under this Part, in 
determining the amount of the grant payable to it for the fiscal year:

Amount of grant 
13. The grant payable to a district school board for the fiscal year is the amount determined using the following formula: 
(A+B)-(C+D+E) 
in which, 
“A” is the total amount of the grant allocations to which the board is entitled for the fiscal year, 
“B” is the amount of the board’s adjustment for declining enrolment for the fiscal year, 
“C” is the amount of the board’s 2007-2008 tax revenue, as determined in this Regulation, 


“D” is the amount of the board’s total fees revenue for the fiscal year in respect of pupils described in subsection 46 (2) of 
the Act, as determined under section 4 of the 2007-2008 fees regulation, and 


“RB” is the amount of the board’s reserve fund under subsection 233 (1) of the Act on August 31, 2008 before the transfer 
under subsection 233 (2) of the Act. 


2007-2008 tax revenue 
14. (1) The 2007-2008 tax revenue of a district school board is determined as follows: 
1. Add, 


1. 38 per cent of the sum of, 
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the total of the amounts distributed to the board in respect of the 2007 calendar year under subsections 237 
(12) and 238 (2), section 239, subsection 240 (5), sections 250 and 251 and subsections 257.8 (2) and 257.9 
(1) of the Education Act, under sections 447.20 and 447.52 of the Municipal Act as made applicable by 
section 474 of the Municipal Act, 2001, under subsections 364 (22) and 365.2 (16) of the Municipal Act, 
2001, under subsections 331 (22) and 334 (14) of the City of Toronto Act, 2006, under section 10 of Ontario 
Regulation 509/98 (Tax Matters — Relief in Unorganized Territory (Section 257.2.1 of the Act) made 
under the Act and under subsection 13 (2) of Ontario Regulation 3/02 (Tax Relief in Unorganized Territory 
for 2001 and Subsequent Years) made under the Act,

4. Multiply the number of full-time equivalent teacher assistants employed by the board to assist teachers in providing 
the program by $1,302. For the purposes of this paragraph, the counting practices usually followed by the board for 
staffing purposes are to be followed.

(7) Despite subsections (5) and (6), the amount otherwise determined under this section for a qualifying education 
program must be reduced by the amount determined by the Minister to be appropriate having regard to the reasonable costs 
of the board in connection with the program, if the program, 


(a) operates on a smaller scale than was projected in the materials submitted by the board for consideration by the 
Minister for the purposes of paragraph 3 of subsection (2); 


(b) does not operate during the 2007-2008 school year; or 

(c) ceases to operate during the 2007-2008 school year. 
Special education pupil, move to new board 

24. (1) Subsection (2) applies if, 


(a) special equipment has been purchased in respect of a pupil through a special equipment claim approved for a district 
school board for the fiscal year or under section 20 of the 2006-2007 grant regulation or a predecessor of that section 
in the grant regulation for a prior fiscal year and the pupil enrols during the fiscal year in a school that is operated by a 
different district school board or by a section 68 board; or 
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(b) a section 68 board has made expenditures to purchase special equipment for a pupil of a district school board and the 
pupil enrols during the fiscal year in a school operated by a different district school board. 


(2) The special equipment referred to in subsection (1) must move with the pupil to the new board, unless in the opinion of 
the new board it is not practical to move the equipment. 


(3) Subsection (4) applies if a special equipment claim has been approved for a district school board in respect of a pupil 
and the pupil enrols during the fiscal year in a school operated by a different district school board. 


(4) Any unspent part of the special equipment claim amount approved in respect of the pupil must be deducted from the 
amount determined under subsection 20 (2) for the former board and added to the amount determined under subsection 20 (2) 
for the new board.

3. Multiply $337.03 by the number of pupils of the board enrolled in any of grades | to 8 who are scheduled on October 
31, 2007 to take instruction in French for an average of 150 or more minutes per school day. 


4. Multiply $337.03 by the number of pupils of the board enrolled in junior kindergarten or kindergarten who are 
scheduled on October 31, 2007 to take instruction in French for an average of 75 minutes or more per school day. 


5. Total the amounts determined under paragraphs | to 4. 
(3) The French as a second language amount for secondary school pupils of a board is determined as follows:

Compliance 


54. Every district school board shall manage its estimates process and its expenditures so as to ensure compliance with the 
requirements of sections 55 to 57. 


Required spending, special education 


55. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a district school board shall ensure that the amount it spends in the fiscal year on special 
education for pupils of the board is not less than the amount of the board’s special education allocation for the fiscal year. 


(2) If a board’s net expenditure on special education for its pupils in the fiscal year is less than the amount required under 
subsection (1), the board shall place the difference in the board’s special education reserve fund. 


(3) For the purposes of this section, a board’s net expenditure on special education in the fiscal year is determined as 
follows:

Maximum administration and governance expenditures 


57. (1) A district school board shall ensure that its net administration and governance expenditures in the fiscal year do 
not exceed its administration and governance limit. 
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The amount of the board’s administration and governance limit for the fiscal year is the sum of, 


the portion of the board’s adjustment for declining enrolment, if any, that is allocated by the board to the 
administration and governance limit; and 


the board’s administration and governance allocation for the fiscal year.

“Crown establishment” means an establishment maintained by a Department of the Government of Canada, a federal Crown 
company, The Royal Canadian Mounted Police or Atomic Energy of Canada Limited, on lands held by the Crown in right 
of Canada that are not assessable for school purposes, and includes a reserve as defined in the /ndian Act (Canada);

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Pupil attending school in Manitoba or Quebec 


61. (1) Ifa pupil who resides in a territorial district attends a school supported by local taxation in Manitoba or Quebec, 
the Minister may pay the governing authority of the school an amount agreed on between him or her and the authority if, in 
the Minister’s opinion, 


(a) daily transportation to a school in Ontario is impracticable due to distance or terrain; 


(b) the provision of board, lodging and weekly transportation to a school in Ontario is impracticable because of the age or 
disability of the pupil; and 


(c) the pupil attends a school that it is reasonable for him or her to attend, having regard to distance or terrain and any 
special needs of the pupil. 


(2) In making a determination under subsection (1) with respect to a pupil who is a French-speaking person, the Minister 
shall have regard to language of instruction. 


Pupil attending school on reserve 
62. (1) This section applies if a pupil who resides in a territorial district, 
(a) is not resident in the area of jurisdiction of a board and is not resident on a Crown establishment; and 
(b) attends a school on a reserve that is operated by, 
(i) the Crown in right of Canada, or 


(ii) a band, the council of a band or an education authority, if the band, council of a band or education authority is 
authorized by the Crown in right of Canada to provide education for Indians. 


(2) The Minister shall pay the governing authority of the school attended by the pupil the amount agreed on between the 
governing authority and the Minister. 


Amounts payable to board, attendance at school for Indian children 


63. (1) This section applies in respect of a board that has submitted to the Minister an arrangement for admission of one 
or more persons who are qualified to be resident pupils of the board to an elementary school for Indian children under section 
185 of the Act. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the Minister shall pay to the board, for each person to whom the arrangement applies, an 
amount equal to the cost per pupil of elementary instruction for the 2007-2008 fiscal period in the school to which the child is 
admitted under the arrangement. 


(3) The amount paid by the Minister under subsection (2) shall not exceed the fee that the board would charge to 
elementary school pupils under section 3 of the 2007-2008 fees regulation.

1. Metering activities conducted pursuant to the distributor’s Conservation and Demand Management Plan approved by a 
Board order referenced as RP - 2004 - 0203, including pursuant to a reallocation of funds within an approved 
Conservation and Demand Management Plan as authorized by the Board order approving the Conservation and 
Demand Management Plan or that is otherwise approved by the Board. 


2. Ifnot otherwise authorized by this subsection, a distributor may utilize funds to conduct metering activities that are for 
the purpose of testing smart meter technology if, 


1. the distributor has the prior approval of the Board, and 


ii. the funds that are utilized were collected pursuant to the Board’s approval to include capital and operating costs 
related to smart meters in distributors’ revenue requirements for 2006, as set out in the Board’s Generic Issues 
decision, dated March 21, 2006 and referenced as RP - 2005 - 0020, as is incorporated into each distributor’s 
2006 electricity distribution rate order provided by the Board pursuant to section 78 of the Ontario Energy Board 
Act, 1998. 


(2) Subsection 1 (2) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “other than the activities referenced in paragraph 
1 of subsection (1)”. 


(3) Section 1 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(2.1) Despite subsection (2), the meters, metering equipment, systems and technology and any associated equipment, 
systems and technologies used in relation to activities authorized as discretionary metering activities in paragraph | of 
subsection (1) that were conducted before the day this subsection comes into force are not required to comply with the 
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criteria and requirements adopted in Ontario Regulation 425/06 (Criteria and Requirements for Meters and Metering 
Equipment, Systems and Technology) made under the Act. 


(4) Subsection 1 (3) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “paragraph 1” and substituting “paragraphs 1 
and 2”.

(4) The Minister or the Board may on notice require that a distributor provide to the Minister or the Board, as the case may
